He stated that there ara two 
licenses involved, that of Gee 
sient Traders, who pay rental and 
taxes for premises they may use, 
such as an auctioneer, who may 
only be in town for a few days, and 
the Peddlers and Hawkers, -who 
occupy no specific building or office 
and usually transact business from 
door to door ; 

“The Peddlers and Hawkers li- 
cense,” he said, “now stands at

That statement was made recently 
by a pioneer Somerville Township 
resident, 73-year-old Chris Hodgson 
of Burnt River. He made the state- 
Ment when interviewed along 
With George Pogue ang Roland 
Young (also of Burnt Riyer) rela- 
tive to the wolf problem in that 
district. 

The meeting with these men who 
have waged a relentless war on 
brush Wolves for several years, was 
arranged when “The Post” received 
a call from Mr. Pogue saying he 
had bagged his first wolf this Fall. 
This hunter, while noting that a 
man by the name of Jack Coulter 
was perhaps the area's most out- 
standing wolf hunter, recalled that 
he bagged 16 in the winter of 1952- 
53 and five during the winter of 
1953-54. 

While the idea behind the get- 
together was to gather some first- 
hand Information on how wolves 
are hunted and some of their traits, 
it was somewhat surprising to learn 
the extent to which they ,menace 
domestic animals and wild life, 
notably sheep and deer. 

Chris Hodgson recollected that 
60 years ago the district abounded 
with deer. He said he particularly 
remembered his father telling of 
having bagged 32 deer in one Fall.

sold at two dollars each for does 
and five dollars for bucks. He was. 
especially incensed about the preva- 
lence of wolves in the district now- 
adays and their devastating effect 
on game and the sheep industry. He 
declared that the Ontario govern- 
ment should do more to assist in 
the reduction of their numbers and 
said he felt the situation was being 
badly neglected. Mr. Hodgson fav- 
cored the use of cyanide bombs to 
erradicate them but Mr. Young 
and Mr. Pogue said they feared this 
might prove too dangerous to other 
animals. They were in favor of 
higher bounties to encourage more 
people to hunt wolves and Mr. 
Hodgson agreed this ought to help. 

At the present time a brush wolf 
shot in Somerville Township will 
bring the successful hunter $55 in 
bounties -- part paid by the town- 
ship and part by Victoria County. 
There is no closeq season and they 
can be hunted the year round. 

According to these men, the first 
wolf eyer bagged in the district was 
shot by Jos. Armstrong. Mr. Arm- 
strong, now over 80 years of age, 
and a pioneer lumberman, bagged 
the first specimen’ of Somerville 
brush wolf 50 years ago near Otter 
Lake. 

All three men interviewed agree 
that a brush wolf won't attack a

BAD PUBLIC RELATIONS 

One of the curious compulsions of governments 
and other bodies spending large amounts of the public’s 
money is to hire all sorts of people to keep the public 
“informed” and properly appreciative of the generosity, 
thoughtfulness and devotion to duty of the spenders. 
How fantastically extravagant this kind of thing can be. 
is currently being demonstrated by the Ontario Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission, which now employs 104 
persons in a “public relations” department with a budget 
of $996,314 for this year. 

The revelation ofthis shocking extravagance was 
made by a Hydro official, who apparently was not in the 
least ashamed of the disclosure. There may have been 
some hint of apology in his explanation that the money 
spent on public relations amounted to less than one 
per cent of Hydro’s revenue, but it will take a lot more 
than statistical sleight-of-hand to explain away the 
lavishing of nearly one million dollars on an overblown 
staff of publicity men. 

A certain amount of advertising is necessary for 
any organization like Ontario Hydro, but public con- 
fidence in the way the organization is being run is not 
built on the amount of publicity put out by paid apolo- 
gists; it can find a solid foundation only on the conduct 
of the public’s employees—in the case of Hydro, every- 
one from the chairman to the linemen and clerks.

man, They will, however, battle a 
dog and more often than not the 
dog is the loser. These men will 
tell you that a wolf will run just 
so long with a dog on its trail and 
then it will turn ang fight its pur- 
suer. 

Brusp wolves, full grown, run up- 
wards of 40 pounds in weight and 
they vary a lot in color. Some are 
of a brindle shade, others the color 
of a collie dog and still others are 
nearly white. Their fur or pelt has 
mo commercial value. 

There are very few animals that 
a wolf won't destroy, the trio claims. 
Their prey includes’ sheep, deer, 
rabbits, groundhogs, racoons and 
porcupines. They have even been 
known to worry calves. In the Burnt 
River area, groundhogs plentiful in 
other districts, are very scarce, these 
hunters declare. 

A prolific animal, the brush wolf's 
litter runs around five or six young. 
Occasionally these litters are des- 
troyed by hunters but this is the 
exception and not the rule -- they 
are usually well concealed until 
sufficiently mature to go on their 
own. 

These men, who know the brush 
wolf well, say there is one sure 
ay of distinguishing it from a 
dog -- they have a bushy fur tail, 
whereas the dog has a straight hair 
tail. 

A crafty animal to hunt, the wolf 
thas a keen sense of smell and the 
hunter must be well concealed when 
the dogs are giving chase. If the 
wind is towarg the wolf, it will 
pick up a man’s scent and veer 
away. 

In support of his contention that 
the province should do more to help 
get rid of wolves, Mr. Hodgson 
points to Saskatchewan where he 
claims government aid has rid that 
province of wolves. 

Wolf hunting is not for those 
who don’t care for exercise. The 
first wolf bagged this season by 
Mr. Pogue took him.and his hunting 
companion on a jaunt which cov- 
ered a good part of a bush compris- 
ing about 20 square miles. How do 
they keep from getting lost?--they 
sometimes carry a compass and 
they are famillar with woodlore. 
One thing to remember if you're 
ever lost in the bush, they say, is 
that the moss grows on the north 
side of a tree - - this gives you 
the key to direction.

NOBEL WINNER 

Stockholm, Sweden, Nov. 3 
(BUP)-- A scientist accused by 
Senator Joseph McCarthy of being 
a “Communist Fronter” has won the 
1954 Nobel Prize for chemistry. 

The Swedish Academy of Science 
in Stockholm gave the prize ta Doc- 
tor Linus Pauling of the California 
Institute of Technology.

A Nontypical Case 
Of Cancer Of The Lung 


Yesterday we spoke in general 
about the unfavorable outlook at 
present in s0 many cases of cancer 
of the lung. Today let us consider 
a case, operated on by Dr, F H 
Boyce, of Louislana School of Medi_ 
cine, whom we quoted yesterday, 
which is spoken of as being non- 
typical because there were so many 
favorable circumstances connected 
with it. 

The patient, a 53-year-old man. 
had an attack of influenza at 
Christmas, 1952, The acute infec- 
tion responded well to antibiotic 
therapy (such as penicillin) but he 
did not fully recover his strength 
and continued to feel weak and 
feverish and tired easily. He also 
developed a cough with clear spu- 
tum. On May 10, 1953, the sputum 
was blood-streaked, There was n0- 

thing unusual in his past history 
except that he had been 4 heavy 
cigarette smoker His own doctor 
immediately referred him to an 
internist who found an increased 
density at the bottom of the right 
lower lobe of his lung. The follow- 
ing day a surgeon was consulted 
and operation took place within a 
couple of days. Recovery was un- 
complicated and the man was able 
to return to his usual activities 
within six weeks Examination of 
the growth which had been remoy- 
ed proyed it to be cancer which 
had® spread to only one of the 
lymph nodes which had also been 
removed. 

How does this case differ from 
the usual course of a cancer of the 
lungs? 

1. Most patients are seen too 
late for any expectation of cure. 
This case falls,into the group of 
early cases as a history of only five 
months’ delay on the part of the 
patient and the doctor he first 
‘consults is, as cancer of the lung 
goes, highly favorable, 

2. A great many patients with 
this disease are treated as symptoms 
arise, without cancer being sus- 
pected. Thei® symptoms are some- 
times relieved but valuable time is 


lost, In this case, the patient was 
teferreqd to an internist without 
further delay as soon as his sputum 
became blood-streaked. 

3. The internist, who was of the 
type who is alert for cancer of the 
lung, @s soon as he knew he was 
dealing with a change in the lung, 
hospitalized the patient, had an X- 
ray taken, which confirmed his 
finding, and had requested consul- 
tation with a surgeon within 24 
hours, No further time was lost in 
other tests_ 

4. When operation was proposed 
to the patient he accepted it at 
once. Unlike many patients with 
this disease, he was in good general 
condition for operation_ 

5. Most patients having surgery 
prove to have disease too widespread 
to be cured but this man showed 
no extension of the cancer, or at 
least to only one lymph node which 
had also been removed.

Local History Recalled 
As Old Shops Removed 


A new service station in Lindsay, oil company, the new station ts 


which will be having its official 
opening next Saturday finds itself 
with quite a bit of local history 
behind it even though the building 
is brand new 

The station, leased from the 
British-American Oil Company by 
H. L. McBryen, is located on Kent 
St. at the corner of Sussex was 
actually first opened in April of 
, 1930, the property haying been pur- 
chased by the B-A Company the 
year previous. The first station was 
operated by W. J, Bryson for a 
year and then from September 1931 
until 1949, it was operated by Ww. 
H. Aldous, who died last January. 

Mr, McBryen, who started in busi- 
ness in 1925 with Mr. Aldous, then 
took over as lessee, At the time there 
was a Red and White store situated 
on the corner which was operated 
by James Robson for many years, 
and the approach to the gas pumps 
had to be made either off Kent St. 
west of the stores or from an en- 
trance on Sussex Street, 

When the new station was being 
built, and the old building that 
comprised the Red and White Store 
was being demolished, the last gas 
type street lamp unit in Lindsay 
was carefully removed from its base 
and taken fo the library to be kept 
as @ museum piece, 

According to Mr. P. A. Larkin,

“Our standard of living depends 

to g large extent on new chemical 
raw materials or on processes which 
| depend for their success on chem- 
istry,” Douglas Walkington of the 
chemicals department of Canadian 
Industries (1954) Limiteq said here 
‘Tuesday in a talk to the Kiwanis 
| Club of Lindsay. 
i “althofen chenustry is as old 
| as history, the greatest growth in 
knowledge and application has come 
within our lifetime. The antibiotic 
drugs, plastics, synthetic detergents, 
chemical textile fibres, refrigerants, 
lacquers, have all been developed 
during the last few years and chem- 
istryy is continuing to bring out 
new and fifferent products,” he 
said, 

Because these new chemical pro- 
ducts are affecting people’s lives to 
such an extent, Mr, Walkington said 
that it is useful for us to learn more 
about them. “We should, for ex- 
ample, know that there are many 
plastics and that each has its own 
set of properties. Some melt at 
lower temperatures than others; 
some are rugged, some brittle, some 
rigid, some flexible. There ‘s even 
one type which will carry light 
around a corner, Each plastic raw 
material should be studied by a 
manufacturer in order thot the 
right plastic will be used for a 
particular job. The chemical in- 
dustry is giving considerable techni- 
cal help to manufacturers in an 
endeavor to have the right product 
used jn the right place and in the 
right way, At the same time it is 
to the customer's advantage to 
learn more about them in order to 
buy intelligently, 

Mr, Walkington discussed the new 
chemical fibres, especially the re- 
cently developed ‘“Terylene”. He 
used many samples to illustrate the

It was a blustery session when 
the Lindsay Market deputation of 3 
met Lindsay's council in the Town 
Hall. Starting off quite formally, 
Mr. Merton Avery presenteg the 
mayor With a petition with 95 cus- 
tomer signatures gathered at their 
Saturday morning outdoor market. 
Later, the atmospnere warmed 
considerably. Ald. Maidens, the 
spokesman (Mr. Avery) and later 
@ young man in the “audience” be- 
came embroiled in a discussion on 
the ways and means of the market 
continuing its sale of farm produce 
here. 

The Town Hall committee room 
was frowneg upon because of pat- 
rons having to use the main doors, 
and also because of the adjacent 
Police, assessment offices, etc. 
which had been carved out of the 
old council chamber. (Where the 
market used to hold forth before 
the Hall renovation.) The upstairs 
present council room had been in= 
tended, when the Hall was done 
over, to be used solely for Court 
@Dq Council, the Mayor explained. 

The young deputationist took over 
and Mr, Avery returned to his-chair. 
“What possible harm could come 
to the Chamber by the farmers using 
it?”, the young man argued. And 
again when a curtain was suggested 
by Ald. McQuarrie to divide the 
large room off, he said, “Do you 
think the people coming to the 
market will harm the front of the 
room?” 

Ald. Maidens quippeg to Ald. 
McQuarrie “Iron Curtain, do you 
mean?” 

Earlier it was learned from the 
original spokesman, that the farm- 
ers were prepared to pay their way, 
but not, of course, an inordinate 
rental.

Lindsay Ratepayers May Vote 
On Another Money By-law... 
Boys’ Band Asks %/2-Mill Levy 


The ratepayers of Lindsay may 
have , vote on another money by- 
ldw besides that concerning the 
Ross Memorial at the coming elec- 
tions. A second one which is being 
studied by Town Clerk Allely today 
has to do with a Lindsay Boys’ 
Band petition read at last night's 
Council meeting. The petition which 
Was signed by the necessary 15 per- 
cent of Lindsay's property owners, 
asked for a half-mill yearly grant 
to assure financial stability for its 
present and future bands, 

Messrs. Perrin and Powell were 
present, and Garnet ' Powell as 
spokesman would not budge from a 
certain contested point debated a- 
mongst the councillors present. This 
contested point was the requested 
% mill —not any stated amount of 
money. The 74-mill, it was disclosed, 
‘this year represents $4600. (One 


/mill in Lindsay has risen from the 


1950, $5000 to today’s $9000) That 
Was the point .. . in ten years the 
4g-mill might be $10,000! 

Asked if $4,000 was required spe- 
cifically, Mr. Powell said Yes and 
No. If not used, he said it would be 
returned, This was not to be desired, 
the councillors said _. . much bet- 
ter something definite. They re- 
minded the “Band's representative 
that quite recently $300 had been 
granted, along with 2 recommenda- 
tion that next year’s council set 
aside $2,000. Mr. Powell contended 
that the council had also suggested 
that the band executive circulate a 
petition and put it to the people for 
a Band Tax. Mayor Hick saiq that 
council had given the $300. thinking 
if was too late in the year for 
the Band Tax Law. He meant the 
latter for another year perhaps_ 

Alderman Breese -“If public 
support it, it is done on that bylaw

Mr. Powell thought that the 
money would go to the Boys’ Band, 
but that they would support further 
Lindsay bands. 

The council was wary of a 
nebulous amount as would be ap- 
parent jn a half-mill grant, Mr. 
Maidens cited the High Schoo) Area 
Board’s presen bone of contention, 
which he said resulted from an in- 
definite use of the word mill in its 
pronouncements. 

Tn the petition also it was stated 
that the grant could only be repeal- 
ed by the Boys’ Band 

Reeve Butler, not wanting to see 
the bylaw defeated when put to a 
vote, argued that it was to be 
regretted that Mr. McMullen, the 
president of the band association 
had been previously granted, the 
$300 and $2,000 recommendation. 
Alderman McQuarrie suggested that 
the *4-mill might be changed if 
$4,500 definite had been intended in 
the wording of the petition, 

Mr. Powell said his organization 
would take the chance of the by- 
law being defeated.

The bylaw will have to be ad- 
vertised three weeks before the 
election, Mayor Hick said as Reeve 
Butler-Alderman McCrae made the 
motion which had a majority, that 
“The petition be received and re- 
ferred to the clerk to certify signa- 
tures.

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Money By-law Vote OK’d 


Climaxing almost two years of 
preparatory work towards better 
hospital facilities for Lindsay by 
the Ross Memorial Hospital Expan- 
sion Committee, the Hospital Asso- 
ciation and its resultant enlarged 
Hospital Board, Lindsay’s Council 
has voted unanimously to prepare 
a hospital bylaw to present to the 
ratepayers at the approaching Dec- 
meber elections. This money bylaw 
which will be voted “Yes” or “No” 
concerns the Town of Lindsay's 
financial assumption of $350,000 in 
a 20-year debenture issue. 

Although Clerk W. R. Allely had 
not gone into the mill-rate figures 
completely (Monday night) he 
tentatively suggested it would mean 
nearly three mills for the town 
(2 3-4 mills for town and 232 for 


county, perhaps.) Exact figure was | 


Stated Tuesday am. as 2.82 mills 
increase for Lindsay to raise 
$25,753.61 per year. 

Much was said at the council 
meeting in favor of the proposed 
hospital plans, which include the 
incorporation of all present build- 
ings, and which will see a new 
building with necessary and modern 
new services anq extra rooms, etc. 
This new building, which officials 
Say was planned with the utmost ec- 
onomy by the Board committees, 
architects and hospital consultants, 
will be connected by corridor to the 
present main building. Messrs. Neill 
Gregory and Stewart Fiavelle, sec- 
retary and chairman of the Hospital 
Board respectively, introduced by 
Mr. Art Carew, formally presented 
the money bylaw request to the 
council They tolq of the contem- 
plated 113 bed hospital plus 21 
convalescent, 37 bassinette, 8 recov- 
ery) which will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,675,000, of which the 
provincial and federal governments 
will grant approximately $325,000, 
the county of Victoria assume 
$750,000, the town of Lindsay 
$350,000 and private subscription 
$250,000. 

The Hospital deputation listened 
and answered questions and retired 
leaving the discussion and decision 
for later on in the evening’s agenda. 
In answer to questions by some 
councillors, Mr. Gregory assured 
them the estimates provided for 
contingencies; that a $50,000 boiler 
was included in costs; parking space 
Planned; and future expansion of 
buildings rovided for. The cost er 
cubic foot at the roposed hospital 
expansion was Set at $150.00. 

In Mr. Gregory's opinion, the 
standard of health of Lindsay should 
be equally if not more important 
than new homes or new schools. 

Mayor Hick said he felt sorry for 
people with fixed incomes and old 
age pensioners Who would undoubt- 
edly feel the pinch of the conse- 
quent increase in taxes. 

Deputy-reeve Greaves wondered 
if the stated amount requested 
would increase over the years, (no- 
one coulq say). Some said it de- 
pended on management, even to 
ensure success of a modern hospi- 
tal, quoting a hospital close to 
town which operates in the red. 
Mr. Harrigan contended (and Miss 
Greaves agreed with him) that the 
increase of good paying patients 
who would be making use of the 
improved facilities drawn from 
centres that now avold the present 
RMH woulg assure its success. Even 
taking Into consideration that the 
same indigent account will probably.

After all these years during which people have been 
worrying about picking up athlete’s foot at beaches, 
in swimming pools, shower rooms, etc., a report from 
Buffalo, N. Y., would seem to indicate that our worrying 
has been in vain... the disease is reported to be non- 
catching. 

A report on a study of the disease carried last week 
by Associated Press from Buffalo says: 

“Fungus diseases of the feet such as athlete's foot 
aren't catching and it’s useless to sterilize shower rooms, 
floors, socks or shoes, a new study said today. 

“It says most people apparently pick up the fungi 
as children, and get more of them repeatedly later on. 
But the fungi cause trouble only when something hap- 
pens to the skin to lower resistance. 

“The report. was presented to the American Public 
Health Association by Drs. Rudolf L. Baer, Stanley A. 
Rosenthal and Hyman Ragachefsky of New York Uni- 
versity postgraduate medical school and Jerome Z. Litt, 
of Cleveland. 

“Fungi are found on feet which look perfectly 
normal, they said. But the pesky things are just oppor- 
tunists waiting for a letdown of skin defenses. 

“Tt is useless to attempt to sterilize articles in and

THIS SOUNDS REASONABLE 

Whai are the facts about cigarette smoking as re- 
lated to a reported increase in lung cancer which seems 
to statistically parallel the growth of the habit? This 
is a question which has produced a confusing number 
of tentative answers. 

A press report emanating from Ottawa contains 
the following remarks on the subject which sound con- 
vincingly reasonable. The report reads, quote the dis- 
patch throughout: 

A Parisian doctor says cigarette smoking is “a 
definite irritant’ in some cases of cancer simply as an 
irritant acting on the cause. 

Dr. Raoul Kourilsky of Paris, President of the Inter- 
national Society of Clinical Pathology, made the state- 
ment here at the congress of the French-language Doc- 
tors Association of Canada. 

Dr. Kourilsky, a non-smoker, said that smoking 
should not be regarded as the sole factor, but simply 
as an irritant acting on the real—and unknown—cause 
of the disease. 

“There may also be many other factors or irrita- 
tion,” he added. ‘ 

We believe these observations are among the most 
devoid of prejudice and least radical of the many pro- 
nouncements yet made on the subject. Could it be that 
“moderation” is, like in so many other things, the key 
to tolerance by the body of this habit? 


IN TIMES OF STRESS 

When the hurricane Hazel swept a 2000 mile path 
of devastation northwards from the island of Haiti in 
the Carribean it brought down upon Toronto the worst 
flood of its history. And the worst flood served to bring 
out some of what is best in human nature. 

It will be a long time before all the deeds of heroism 
and unselfish endeavour. are recorded but already we 
have heard enough to know that human nature does 
respond in a noble way to help the distressed and har- 
ried victims of disaster. 

Policemen and firemen and just ordimary volunteer 
civilians risked their lives to save people men, 
women and children from the angry flood waters of the 
Don and the Humber and the Grand Rivers. People 
threw open their homes to provide food and clothing 
and shelter to those who had lost everything. The Red 
Cross, the Salvation Army, various church organizations 
and emergency squads from companies large and small 
offered their services in organizing effective relief and 
in repairing damage. 

Tt is in such moments of crisis that we stop think- 
ing in terms of dollars and cents, in terms of what there 
is in it for us, and take hold with a will to do whatever 
seems to be helpful and good. And it is amazing what 
we are able to do. And it seems too bad that more of 
this kind of human responsibility isn’t in evidence, 
isn’t at work in the ordinary course of living. If we are 
capable of such splendid effort in time of need, doesn't 
it follow that there must be untapped riches of human 
co-operation which might find expression in our daily 
life. —Port Perry Star. 


STORMY NAMES 

The naming of hurricanes, it seems, is entirely a 
matter of expediency, the meteorologists having arrived 
at their present system of nomenclature through the 
method of trial and error. i 

Originally they attempted an alphabetical listing of 
twisters describing them as A, B, C, D, etc. This con- 
fused the telétypists, a nervous group, especially in 
the hurricane season, The teletypists confused the 
hurricanes, the messages confused the experts, 
and in the end they enlarged the system and gave 
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| ocracies of the Western World. But he also knows that 


the sudden impact of unannounced attack can be demor- 
alizing to seasoned troops—and more especially to civ- 
ilain populations without benefit of protective disciplines 
and training in co-ordinated mass movement. 

While he may have had in mind the position of his 
own land, plus that of Continental Europe where he is 
Deputy Supreme Commander of Allied Powers, his re- 
marks are as applicable to Canada’ as overseas. We 
are as vulnerable to surprise attacks over the top of the 
world as Burope is to aerial aggression by more direct 
routes. The inertia of civilian populations in the face 
of disaster had a most unfortunate demonstration in 
the Toronto area’s recent floods. The reaction was 
similar in principle to that of civilian Britain in the 
early stages of the blitz, before effective civil defense- 
Measures had been perfected. . 


i 


This is not necessarily a fault in civilian popula- 
tions. They do, not live under constant regimenta- 
tion in our kind of civilization, and there is no need 
they should. But unless they create adequate civil 
defense machinery capable of quick mobilization under 
attack, the fate Field Marshall Montgomery foresees 
is bound to overtake them, whether overseas or here. 

The basic principle is no denial of civil liberties and 
personal freedom. It is merely that, as the Field Mar- 
shal points out, the preservation of the means of life, 
as well as of democratic freedom, depends upon civil- 
ian co-operation in modern defense. These are condi- 
tions for survival which have been imposed upon us 
by the techniques of non-democratic aggressors and the 
new weapons for attack which have become available 
to them. —The Globe and Mail. 


NEW DANGERS FOR CHILDREN 

Accidents and cancer are now the leading causes 
of death among school-age children. The record of this 
century's achievement in conserving child life is to no 
small degree marred by this fact. Advances in medical 
and public health science have brought about significant 
victories in the control of infectious diseases which only 
a few years ago took heavy toll of life among children. 

Cancer has risen to a major disease menacing child- 
ren’s lives between one and 14 years of age. The type 
of cancer found in children differs from adult cancer. 
Among children the most prevalent is cancer of the 
‘white blood cells, and of the brain, kidneys, adrenals, 
bones and eyes. In children, cancer is more rapid and 
more malignant than among adults, owing probably to 
the greater growth potential in the young. At ages 10 
to 14 the death rate from cancer is equalled by that from 
accidents. The cause of cancer has still to be found, 
but this problem does not exist in respect to deaths from 
accidents. 

The records show that in accidents the 
leading cause of death among school children is the 
motor vehicle. Motorists today constitute a greater 
hazard to child life than do germs and viruses which 
scientists are now able to control. Too many children 
are losing their lives trying to cross the street or high- 
way, or while riding bicycles to and from school, or in the 
course of their employment after school hours. Some 
of the latter type of accidents may be due to lack of cau- 
tion on the part of the cyclists but many can be blamed 
on the carelessness of motorists. 

The mounting toll of accidental deaths among 
children indicates that drastic measures are needed both 
in the matter of traffic regulations and enforcement, 
and in safety education for children and adults alike. 
It is deplorable that almost daily, motorists are undoing 
the good wrought by health workers. The largest 
group of victims of accidents are children of five to 14 
years of age, the group which medical science has 
brought safely through the once-dangerous period of 
early childhood when menaced by communicable dis- 
eases. Many children whose lives were saved from 
disease germs are being killed or disabled in traffic acci- 
dents. The day is rare in which children are not injured 
or killed by motorists. —Toronto Daily Star.

Report that industry was discouraged — 
from locating here lacks confirmation 


An unusual Story is circulating 
in Lindsay ._. in fact it is an almost 
incredible story. It is a story of 
thwarted industry, but its accuracy 
cannot be established as yet. 
From a Lindsay source, “The Post’” 
learned today of potential industrial 
expansion locally that has been 
allegedly discouraged by persons 
bringing pressure to bear at political 
levels. 

The unconfirmed report states 
that (a) The Ford Motor Company 
has purchased 143 acres of land on 
No, 36 highway near Lindsay, for 
use In their expansion program. (b) 
The Allis-Chalmers Company had 
been invited to consider Lindsay for 
their new plant, but got sidetracked. 
(c) Simpsons-Sears Ltd., had pro- 
posed the opening of a new building 
on Kent Street, (d) The Peterbor- 
ough Lock Company had considered 
taking over the former Chatco Steel 
Plant on King Street, and (e) The 
Hudson's Bay Company had been 
discouraged from opening locally, 

In an attempt to learn just how 
much fact may lie behind these 
rumours, “The Post" contacted 
Mayor A_ E. Hick, who stated that 
he had no knowledge of the firms 
mentioned coming to Lindsay, but 
that periodically many companies 
do enquire about locating here, and 
are always heartily encouraged by 
the Mayor and the council, Mr, Hick 
also said that, sometimes large com- 
panies do make discreet Inquiries 


tles, because rumour can often be 
harmful to enterprise. Mr.’ Hick 
definitely denied aly knowledge of 
the present rumours circulating, 
Mr. Roy Lee, of the Lee Eqipment 
Company, stated that the “Allis- 
Chalmers Company was invited to 
consider Lindsay when they were 
making plans to open a new Can- 
adian plant, The representatives of 
the Allis-Chalmers Company did 
Survey property here, but'it seems 
that nothing came of it.

like’ atmosphere of the outdoor 
markez behind the Town Hal. A 
gentieman shopper remarked, “You 
can't come here in winter!” and 
proceeded to sign the petition, 

The market, which had been 
held indoors in the Council Cham- 
bers for many years, was forced 
outside when renovations first be- 
gan last April. At that time business 
Was conducted on the steps of the 
building and on the boulevard in 
front of the present police office. 

‘In July of this year, the Council 
yoled the market from in front of 
the building, and they were forced 
to move to their present location 
at the rear of the Town Hall. 

There were bargains in thg farm 
produce displayed. Beets, 25 cents 
for 6 qt basket; eggs 40 cents small, 
45 cents medium, 45 cent, large; 
potatoes (long baking type) 40 cents 
and carrots, 45 cents per small 
basket Roasting fowl was 40 cents 
undrawn, and 50 cents drawn. 

Honey in all-sized pails was for 
sale and 12 inch cucumbers! Savoy 
cabbage (the curly kind) sold for 
15 cents a large fresh head and 
citron ,for the old-fashioned pre~ 
‘serves, at 10 cents.

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More Lindsay People Participate 
In Bowling Than Any Other Sport 
Proprietor Of Lindsay Alleys Says 


“Tn Lindsay, more people partici- 
pate in bowling, than in any other 
sport.” 

This statement comes from Al 
Garden, co-owner of Lindsay's 
Bowlaway Lanes, who also says that 
powling is fast becoming one of the 
most popular participating sports 
throughout Canada. 

The Bowlaway Lanes, which first 
began its operations in December 
of 1946 has found itself in the posi- 
tion of being booked solid by local 
bowling leagues and teams through- 
out its entire eight month season. 

Is bowling a fairly new game, 
and how long has it been popular 
with the public? Has bowling always 
een the respectable game it is 
nowadays? 

These are questions that are com- 
monly asked, and these are ques- 
tions that were answered recently 
when a representative of “The Post’ 
presented them to the management 
of Lindsay's Bowlaway Lanes. 

It seems that bowling pins were 
found in Egyptian tombs dating 
from 5200 B.C., and in Northern 
Italy, the Helvitii played the game 
during Caesar’s time, 50 B. ©, Poly- 
nesians in the ancient cultures of 
the south sea islands bowled their 
version of the game on alleys 60 ft. 
Jong, the exact measurement of 
today’s alleys, from foul line to 
head pin. 

As far back as the llth century, 
“powles” was a popular game in 
England, with stone boulders as 
nearly round as possible for balls. 

In Germany, the game enjoyed 
tremendous popularity after having 
become identified with the early 
Christian Church, when a parish- 
joner’s skill in hitting the pin with 
a rounded pebble was taken as an 
indication of his spiritual state. 

In England the people’s enthusi- 
asm for bowling was so great that 
during the 11th century Henry the 
third passed a law forbidding bow!- 
ing as a game. His chief reason for 
this harshness seems to have been 
his fear, that the archers, upon 
whom the defence of the realm 
largely rested, were spending too 
much time on the bowling greens 
and alleys, when they should have 
been sharpening their target eyes 
practicing with the long-bow. 

1875 saw the formation of the 
United States National Bowling 
Association, and in 1895 the Ameri- 
can Bowling Congress took over as 
governing body. Today it is this 
American authority that controls 
and guides more than 20,000,000 
bowling fans, 

In Canada, the popular American 
fen-pin game is not universally 
accepted, and the only bowling of 
Ganadian origin is the five-pin 
game, a sport as Canadian as hoc- 
key, 

Originated in Toronto in 1910 by 
sportsmah Tom Ryan, Canada’s 
first five-pin league swung into 
action: The game caught on quickly 
across the nation. Also in 1910, the 
duck-pin game in which smaller 
pins and a ball similar to our five- 
pin ball was used, gained some 
popularity in the States, but the 
more lively rubber-banded pins 
sparked new life. Today there are 
more than 250,000 adherents to the 
rubber-banded duck pin game, and 
it is rapidly becoming the most 
popular form of bowling across 
Canada, 

However, there is more to bowl- 
ing than smooth co-ordination 
between the footwork and the 
delivery of the ball. Good bowling 
form consists of a spirit of healthy 
competition and morale building 
companionship, It is a game played 
lm one version or another by king 
and commoner alike for at least 
7,000 years 

Here are a few of the don'ts” of 
bowling that the “Post” represen- 
tative learned by trial and error 
and from advice given by Al Garden 
and Pete Atman, the proprietors of 
Bowlaway lanes. 

DON'T try to learn ina day; 
DON’T use too much speed; DON’T 
bounce the ball, (there is no con- 
nection between bowling and basket- 
ball); DON’T deliver the ball with 
right foot in front; DON'T step on 
or over the foul line; DON’T use 
unnecessary motions (or language); 
DON'T throw the ball, roll lt as 
you would if pins were twenty feet 
away; DON’T think you can change 
the course of the ball after it has 
left your hand; DON’T start your 
delivery with a jump, walk four 
fast steps; DON’T get in the way 
of bowlers on other alleys.

In the 
early spring 2 small number of 
snowdrops, scillas, and crocuses, 
will make a big impression upon 
your family and friends, because 
they bloom when there are no 
other flowers to compete for ad- 
miration. Two dozen bulbs of 
each planted in groups will pro- 
duce more conyersation than 
Many times that quantity of 
summer #Howers. Snowdrops 
bloom as soon as the gronnd 
thaws out, and scillas, bluer 
than violets, then the blue and

Bulbs Easy to Flower in 
Winter Window Gardens 
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Two Months of Flowers _

All the spring bulbs look much 
better when planted in informal 
groups rather than in rows, * 
blocks, or masses. Five bulbs 
of one yariety of tulips, or daf- 
fodils is the equivalent of a 
herbacious perennial plant. 
Such groups may be planted in 
the Border, in company with oth- 
er Howers, or grown alone at 
accent points with other flowers 
2s background. The earliest 
ilins to bloorm come before the — 
daffodils have finished. The ya- 
riety Red Emperor is earliest. 
This is a species, or botanical 
tulip, which means that it is a 
wild form, not a hybrid. 4 

The most highly bred class of — 
tulips blooms next. These are 
the early single and double tu- 
lips which were bred to grow 
in “carpet” beds, formerly popu- 
Tar in this country and still grown — 
in Europe. The early tulips have 
bright, primary colors, and grow 
uniformly on short upright 
stems, tailor-made to use as 
pigments in a pattern of colors, 
often resembling carpet designs. 
They bloom almost two weeks - 
earlier than the tall, late fow- 
ering Darwins, and groups of 
them properly placed will help 
Keep the display of garden color 
continuous, 

__ The original tulips to be grown 
in European gardens were tall, 
late flowering varieties of the 
group now known as Breeders, or — 
Mother bulbs. From these all _ 
other garden varieties are he- 
lieved to have been bred, in- 
eluding the Darwins, and the Cot- 
tage clans, Breeder, Cottage and 
Darwin tulips are catalogued 
Séparately in the catalogues, but 
confused in the popular mind, all 
being termed Darwins as a rule.‘ 
There is no reason to separate “_ 
them in the garden, since ail 
bloom together and their colors . 
can be grouped in attractive

Bulbs which blossom in the 
early spring do not demand sun- 
light of maximum intensity, 
therefore they thrive and blos- 
som indoors in light insufficient 
for most flowering plants. 

Varieties which flower earliest 
in the garden are easiest to 
flowér indoors as a rule. Cro- 
cuses, grape hyacinths, narcissi 
and hyacinths are less difficult 
than tulips. They can be grown 
in bulb) fiber, in bowls without 
drainage. 

Bulb fibre can be prepared by 
mixing peat moss which has 
been put through the kitchen 
sieve, with one fourth its volume 
in charcoal, and! one eighth fine 
oyster shell or bone meal. Fill 
a decorative bowl ‘wity the fibre, 
saturate it, and set the bulbs in 
the fibre up to their necks. 

_ Keep the bowl in dim light 
Where the temperature, stays be- 
low 55 degrees, watering the 
fibre regularly, If it dries out 
the flower buds may he de- 
Stroyed. Root growth will form 
frst, then top growth will begin. 
As soon as top growth is well 
started, take the bowl to a win- 
dow where it will have all the 
light possible, and a tempera- 
ture between 55 and 70 degrees. 
A picture window facing north 
which is not shaded from re- 
flected light of the northern sky, 
Is a preferred location for most 
flowering bulbs and foliage 
plants. 

The light which such a window 
admits is adequate and it has 
the advantage of an eyen and 
cooltemperature. In a room 
which varies between 70 and 80 
degrees in daylight hours, the

Window will often be 10 to 20 de- 
grees lower, 

A picture window facing south. 
on the other hand, which gets the 
full impact the winter sun 
will usually be subject to ex- 
treme variations of tempera-

East and west picture windows — 
are likely to be more favorable 
to plants than one facing south. 
Artificial light can be used to 
Supplement daylight, whjch is 
insufficient. 

By using a photographic light — 
meter, which nearly all amateur 
photographers now possess, you — 
can check the light from your 
best window to see whether the 
daylight is adequate for tha - 
plants you wish to grow. 

An intensity of 200 foot candles 
for twelve hours a day is suffi- 
cient to develop the flowers of 
bulbs. To measure the light that 
falls on the place where your 
plants can be kept, lay. two 
sheets of white paper flat, ona 
above the other. Hold a Weston 
light meter six inches above the 
paper, ‘being careful not to cast 
a Shadow. Multiply the meter 
reading by four and you will 
have approximately the foot-can- 
dles of light available to your 
plants. Any kind of artificial light 
can be used to make up a deficit, 
Other flowering pot plants, which 
need about 500 foot candles 
each 12 hours, should not ba 
attempted except in a south win- 
dow, which enjoys direct sun- 
light or a large east, west or 
north window which receives 
full reflected light of the sky. a

Armchair Treatment 
In Heart Discase 

It may come as a Surprise to some 
of-us to learn that within a matter 
of hours after an acute attack of 
heart disease (coronary thrombosis) 
the patient 1s now allowed to sit 
yp in bed and in an armchair for 
short periods caily. 

In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Drs. A. M. 
Mitchell, J. B. Dealy, B. Lown and 
S. A. Levine of Boston, give further 
observations on the armchair treat- 
ment of patients with acute coron- 
ary thrombosis and myocardinal {n- 
fraction (obstruction in the circu- 
lation of bleod to the heart muscle). 

There were 81 patients who receiy- 
ed the customary treatment for 
the heart condition except that they 
were allowed to sit in a chair for 
varying and increasing portions of 
the day. The chair treatment was 
usually begun with 24 to 48 hours 
after an attack and in all instances 
within one week- 

“The immediate results were 
favorable. The patients experienced 
@ sense of well-being and high 
morale; the occurrence of large 
amounts of fluid and congestion in 
the lungs Was prevented; there were | 
yery few complications and the 
death rate showed no increase, in| 
fact there was a possible decrease.” | 

However, these heart specialists 
point out the chair method of 
management doe not mean that 
the patient is alloweg up and walk- 
ing about any earlier. He is kept 


and is not allowed to walk any soon- 
er than by the usual method of | 
treatment. The patient is instruct- 
ed about his program so that he| 
will not get up and walk about | 
thinking he is safe in doing so. The 
nurse continues to observe him | 
carefully throughout his hospital 
stay to be sure he keeps to the 
program. 

He must be guarded against the 
old idea that if a patient is per- | 
mitteq to sit up in a chair, he is | 
not very sick. He is usually allowed | 
to feed himself early during his | 
hospital stay because the amount | 
of effort required for eating is not | 
too much and results in increased | 
comfort and a better appetite. The! 
bedside commode ts used. Beg baths | 
are given by the nurse. He generally | 
may comb his hair but is not per- 
mitted to shave himself. | 

From the data gathered by these | 
physicians they found no reason to | 
believe that the work of the heart | 
was increased as a result of the 
change from bed to chair: in fact 
their tests tendeg to show that the | 
work load of the heart was decreas- } 
ed by the chair treatment. Recent 
studies on the work of the heart of 
both normal persons and those 
with heart conditions showed 23 | 
per cent less when the person was | 
in a chair than when he was in bed. | 


Accident Prevention 

About two weeks ago I wrote- 
about accidents among American | 
women, pointing out how many oc- | 
curred In the home and recommend- 
ing a stronger educational program | 
to reduce them. Now we have further 
statistical evidence on|the subject 
of accidents in general from England 
in an article in The Practitioner 
by Sir John Charles who points out 
that In England & Wales, aceldents 
have climbed from thirteenth to 
fifth place tn major causes of death, 

Sir Charles stresses the import- 
ance of age as a predisposing factor. 
Thus, children under the age of 5 
suffer 10 percent of all fatal acci- 
dents and men and women over 
the age of 65 are concerned in 40 
-percent. This means that these 
two age groups, making up less 
than, 20 percent of the population, 
are the victims of 50 percent of the 
fatal accidents. 

Of fatal accidents In the home, 
about 80 percent occur in the same 
two age groups, In children be- 
tween the ages of one and four 
years, accidents are the second 
commonest cause of death; in those 
between 5 and 9 years of age, they 
are the leading cause of death. 

“It 18 one of the most significant, 
facts !n the whole of our study,” Sir 
Charles writes, ‘that, when deaths 
from motor and other vehicles are 
removed from the grand total of 
fatal accidents, accidents in the 
home or place of residence cause 
60 percent of the deaths, as com- 
‘pared with 40 percent which are 
associated with the place of work.” 
It would appear that safety educa- 
tion in industry is away ahead of 
such education tn the home, 

More confirmation of these stale- 
ments Was found In a study in the 
city of Edinburgh, Scotland, where 
the figures showed that one out of 
every 62 Edinburgh children under 
five years and one of every 36 of 
two-year-olds required hospital 
treatmens during 1950 for accidents 
in the home 

Almost two-thirds of accidents in 
the general population were among 
females, the rates for the iwo 
sexes being about equal in those 


42 percent of all accidents and scald- 
ing and burning accounted for 30 
percent. 

Tt was considered that at least 
one-third of the accidents could 
have been prevented if greater care 
or supervision had peen given to 
young -children.. Practical sugges- 
tions which Were thought might 
help were to have individual place 
mats rather than tablecloths where 
there are young children, to use 
cups with a wide rather than a 
narrow base, to be sure that no 
kitchen utensils containing hot 
water are Within the reach of child- 
ren, and to be Sure that all drugs 
and medicines are put beyond the 
reach of the young.

The Physician's Dilemma 

In these days when so large a 
proportion of our population is 
among the group which used to be 
considered “old” namely from 60 
years of age onward, there has been 
@ great deal of literature devoted to 
their care and the medical special- 
ties of gerontology and geriatrics 
(care of the aging) have come into 
existence. Perhaps it might be help_ 
ful to consider the problems of the 
aging physician in his relationship 
to modern medicine. 

In an editorial in the magazine 
“Geriatrics,’ Dr. Ralph Beatty of 
Uniontown, Pennsylvania, states 
that when he was a boy, a person 
was middle age in his 40's and old 
at 60. Now he is young at 40, middle- 
aged at 60 and he never grows old. 

The older physician today re- 
calls the era of the “home-made 
mustard plaster, Dover's powder, 
rhubarb and soda, Brown's mixture 
of elixir of iron, quinine and stry- 
chnine, which, when mixed with 
&@ generous portion of healthy 
patient-confidence, cured 80 per 
cent of the common ills.” 

Neither the patient nor the phy- 
sician would want to return to 
those “good old days” when man- 
kind was ravaged by tuberculosis, 
pneumonia scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
carbuncles and boils. Those were the 
days when the diseases were many, 
the drugs few. Now the situation 
is reversing itself: many of these 


diseases are rarely seen, but the | 


drugs are legion. “To be convinced, 
one need only make a list of the 


new preparations that cross the! 


physician's desk in one week If they 
all do what is claimed for them, we 
should be out of business in six 
months.” The drug companies too 
have turned to specialization with 
their hematinics (iron preparations) 
for childrens diseases, estrogens or 
ovary preparations for women, 
vitamins for the geriatrician, and 
laxatives and hypnotics for every- 
one. 

Formerly to make his diagnosis, 
the physician was armed with a 
flashlight, a stethoscope and his 
sixth sense -- namely his experience 
--and did a creditable job of doctor- 
ing for many years) Now he finds 
arrayed against him the encephal- 
ograph, the electrocardiograph; the 
bronchoscope, the cystoscope, the 
sigmoidoscope ang a whole assem- 
bly: line of diagnostic gadgets. 

“This physiclan has tried to keep 
abreast of medical progress, but it 
appears. that while he has been 
traveling on an Internal combustion 
plant, the rest of the world has 
shifted to Jet propulsion.” 

“And s0 he looks to the geriatrici- 
an and gerontologist for help. They 
are finding ways and means of 
adapting the aging population to 
modern times, {0 a world that 
seems to be made by and for the 
younger gencration, Perhaps they 
will lend a sympathetic ear to the 
middle-aged physician for whom it 
is too late to begin again, but who 
is too young and vigorous to retire. 


Cancer Of The Lung * 

There is no doubt that the pre- 
sent status of cancer of the lung 
is extremely depressing. At best, 
the rate of cure (5 years or more) 
is nol more than 5 per cent and 
that figure is what the most ex- 
perienced chest surgeons in the 
country are accomplishing. The 
general picture is about as follows: 
two-thirds to three-quarters of all 
patients are beyond help when they 
are firs, seen. From a third to a 
half of those explored have growths 
which cannot be remoyed, Well over 
half who do have growths removed 
have this done to help thelr symp- 
toms be less painful and not in the 
hope of cure. 

Cancer of the lung is a disease of 
increasing frequency. In 1912, a 
research physician was able to col- 
lec{, from the world medical lter- 
ature only 374 cases, In 1960, there 
were 21,219 deaths from this cause 
recorded in the United States alone. 
This alarming increase has made 
this disease the responsibility of the 
entire medical profession, It !s no 
longer the sole responsibility of the 
internist, (specialist in internal me- 
dicine) and the surgeon, Every 
physician, no matter what his field 
of practice, must learn to suspect 
it in every patient of the cancer

lung is predominantly a disease of 
middle and later life but it is in- 
creasing much more than could be 
accounted for by the general in- 
crease in the number of people of 
cancer age. 

There are three symptoms of 
cancer of the lung to which too 
little attention is being given, They 
are 

1. --"Cigarette” cough, partioular- 
ly the cough which appears for the 
first time in middle life, after years 
of smoking, or the cough which 
changes in character after it has 
been persistent for years, Patient 
makes some offhand excuse for the 
cough and the physician too often 
passes tt over, 

2-— Pneumonia This illness is 
usually controlled, quite properly, 
with penicillin but it is not usually 
followed up. The first instinct of the 
physician is to relieve the symp- 
toms for which he has been consult- 
ed but this tendency must be stern- 
ly resisted in the male patient over 
40 with symptoms referable to the 
chest. Coughs, hoarseness, asthma, 
and even the common cold must be 
investigated before they are treated. 
Too often patients respond so very 
well to the antibiotic drugs, such 
as penicillin ,that they slip away 
from observation until it is too 
late to help them. 

3--Lung abscess. This is:a quite 
common symptom in a cancer of 
the lung and sometimes the earliest 
and yet, as mentioned above, it may 
be treated quite successfully (at 
first) by the antibiotics and - so 
considered a simple lung abscess 
and not suspected of being cancer 
of the lung unless tests are made 
With cancer in mind

Flat Rate Water Heaters 
Proving Troublesome Here 


Lindsay Hydro System's flat rate 
water heaters are causing the com- 
mission some concern. This was 
disclosed° at the commission's Nov- 
ember meeting held here Tuesday 
night. 

An analysis of the operation of 
flate rate water heaters was made 
at the meeting. It was noted that 
during the year of 1953 the Hydro 
expenditures for these heaters a- 
mounted to $18,921.52, ang this year 
it Js expected that the costs will 
amount to almost $20,000.00, due lo 
the increased number of installa- 
tions.” 


The Hydro Board felt that the 
free service water healers were cost- 
ing too much to buy and maintain, 
and were pondering the question as 
to whether they should discontinue 
their installation. Mr. Lightbody 
stateq that the water tanks when 
delivered to the Hydro were guar- 
anteed for a year, and that many 
developed Jeaks and other trouble 
shortly after their guarantee ex- 
pired. This was costing the Hydro 
far too much money, he commented, 
and that Lindsay was among the 
three highest in the proyince re- 
garding the mortality rate for water 
heaters. 

He stated that practically all the 
Hydro surplus’ has been used for 
the»maintenance of these heaters, 
and that he felt the Hydro should 
not be in the business of buying 
nealers, but should let dealers 


handle that end of the business, 


with the Hydro servicing, 

Chairman L. A. Waddell sug- 
gested that the matter be deferred 
until the mayor could be contacted 
on this matter, and to determine 
what the Council's reaction would 
be If the Hydro went after a loan. 

The Mayor was not present at 
the meeting. 

Mr. Lightbody stateq that the 
Hydro was going to require money 
from some source for maintenance 
of its water heaters as well as the 
purchase of line and poles, How- 
ever, he surmised that the Council 
would not be particularly anxious 
to approve a loan, considering the 
rising debenture rate of the town 
of Lindsay. 

Prior to this there was a discus- 
sion regarding the installation of 
time clocks for the Hydro Office, 
so that a proper record could be 
kept of the Hydro trucks as they 
come in and out during the day. 
Three different brochures on Strom- 
berg Time Clocks and their respect- 
ive prices were submitted by Hydro 
manager John Lightbody and after 
considerable discussion by the board, 
it was decided that the manager 
should investigate various installa- 
tions of time clocks, so that he 
could determine which one would 
do the job that is needed; that 1s, 
keep an accurate record of daily 
Hydro service department traffic, 

The meeting was adjourned, with 
all other matters of business being 
deferred until all members of the 
board could be in attendance.

Here is an interesting but little known story about 
pioneer life in the village of Kinmount which has been 


unearthed by writer Nick Nickels, 


Tt is a story which 


found no place in Prof. Watson Kirkconnell’s history of 

Victoria County, although it is difficult to understand 
why, and it is one which has remained untold until now 

although Kinmount is a village with a colorful back- 

ground which includes two disastrous fires. 

Here is the fascinating story of an Icelandic colony 
which settled temporarily at Kinmount but which was 
forced to transplant its roots to more fertile prairie soil 


for economic reasons: 


On an early summer evening in 
1874 a party of 365 Icelandic immi- 
grants arrived on the sandy flats of 
Burnt River at Kinmount. Shop- 
keepers closed their stores, citizens 
left thelr homes and rivermen lur- 
ched from the settlement’s three 
hotel bars to ogle the fair-haired, 
blue-eyed people. 

Only their leader, Sitryggur 
Jonasson, could speak English. He 
told the leading men of Kinmount 
that his countrymen were the sec- 
ond group to come to Canada and 
that the men had been hired to 
work as laborers on the new Lind~ 
say, Fenelon Falls and Ottawa Rail- 
way. 

Jonasson told also how he had 
come to Canada two years before 
as colonization agent ang how he 
had succeeded in bringing 180 Ice- 
landers to the Muskoka district the 
following year. They settled near 
the village of Rosseau. 

The Kinmount folk accepted the 
new arrivals and for some unknown 
reason called them Eskimos, a name 
used as late as two years ago by the 
late Robert Hughes whom the writer 
interviewed, 

They were goog workers, sober, 
and law-abiding, but because of the 
language barrier, kept to themselves 
in their crude shack settlement. 


Their work on the right-of-way 
consisted of clearing the virgm pine 
stumps and moying the rock that 
was blasted from the cuts. 

The Icelanders had no sooner 
swung into the job than work on 
the rail line was suspended because 
clearing costs of the roadbeg ex- 
ceeded all estimates and expecta- 
tions, 


The immigrants did not know 
which way to turn. They were im- 
poverished when they landed in 
Canada and their short-term em- 
ployment hag earned them nothing. 
Dysentry and fever had already 
diminished their numbers. 

To try farming on the sandy, cut- 
over soil of the Kinmount country 
Was out of the question. They were 
hopelessly stranded. 

John Taylor of Kinmount, who 
had befriended them from the start, 
went to Ottawa to appeal for Gov- 
ernment assistance in transporting 
ang establishing the Icelanders in 
the booming West. 

When cabinet ministers shilly- 
shallied and doubted that the group 
was made up of desirable settlers, 
Taylor went over their heads to 
Governor-General Lord Dufferin, 
who had once visited thetir home- 
land and was sympathetic, He suc-

Envisaged By The Efforts 
Of Home and School Groups 


“Christopher Columbus waited 
seven long years before he felt 
the conditions were right to start 
out to find a new route to India. 
And he never did find the new 
route to India, but he found some- 
thing more important; he found 
the new world,” said Mrs. D. M. 
McLellan, of Brantford. speaking 
at the Collegiate Auditorium Tues- 
day evening. And so it was! with 
Home and School work, she went 
on; with representatives all over 
the world, the groups here were 
part of a real force which could 
embark on a course which would 
provide a new world for our boys 
and girls, 

In her talk Mrs. McLelian set 
forth several basic requirements, 
not only in Home and Schoo) work, 
but also for the children. With all 
the magazine articles and books on 
psychology, people today knew far 
more on this subject than any 
previous generation, she said. And 
so rapid were the advances being 
made Jn this field of human rela- 
tionships, that in 50 years time, 
“people looking back would fing it 
almost unbelievable that we acted 
as we do today.” 

The first basic need outlineg by 
the speaker was the need to belong, 
to feel secure in the group. Not only 
was it necessary for the child to 
feel secure. it was necessary for 
every member who came into the 
Home and School groups to feel 
that there is a place for them, that 
there is a need for them. “You will 
not be good parents,” she said, 
“unless you accept emotionally the 
boys and girls in your hqmes.” And 
it was the job of leaders in the 
groups to find out the talents of 
members and to use them, so that 
they felt they were needed. “Your 
programme is only important as it 
involves people.” the speaker added. 

The next basic need was the 
need for ‘accomplishment, said 
Mrs. McLellan. Just holding meet— 
ings was not enough. “What are 
you doing for the children in 
Lindsay,” she asked. “What do you 
know about school conditions, the 
growth and development of the 
School children? Do you know what 
education really means? What do 
you want to produce in your child- 
ren?” There was so much criticism 
of education today, it was essential 
that parents know what they want. 
in their schols, and not only in 
their own schools, but in schools 
all over the province. These mat- 
ters should be discussed at meetings, 
in small discussion groups, with all 
members: taking part, the speaker 
said. Parents should haye the oppor- 
tunity of discussing some of their 
problems. Parents of teenagers es- 
pecially could get much help and 
encouragment from such discus-

sions, which would enable them to 
assist thelr children through this 
most difficult. period of their devel- 


opment. 
Another basic need, said the 
speaker, was for appreciation. 


Children needed to be told when 
they haq done a good job, she 
added, but this was true of adults 
as well. We are apt, she said, to 


put our fingers upon the result, 
yather than the attempt. There 
was no learning possible without 
failures, she added, and when 


criticism and shame came between 
the effort and success, their suc- 
cess might be gravely retarded. — 

The basic need for independence 
was the next upon the speaker's list. 
Most of the rules and regulations of 
the Home and School Organization 
were positive, and not negative, 
she said, and provided the groups 
with plenty of scope for individual 
growth, development and thinking. 

Then there was the basic need for 
a philosophy, said Mrs. McLellan. 
Our children needed a background 
of principles; parents should not 
be afraig to have standards. The 
Home and School organizations had 
convictions, it had principles; the 
rule which outlawed raising money 
through games of chance was based 
on such a principle, 

“Be proud” said the speaker “to 
belong to a group that has prin- 
ciples, that has convictions; be 
proud to belong 10 a group that 
believes in the rights of every 
individual of every race or creed.”

They had come too 
far to be discouraged, even by that, 
and prospected to the north on the 
west shore of Lake Winnipeg. 

They found likely land along 38 
miles of shoreline and several miles 
inland en bloc, abundant timber 
for fuel and building materials, un- 
limited fish in the lake and a dir- 
ect water route to Winnipeg.

Three of the land seekers return~ 
ed East to guide the Kinmount 
colonists to their new land. They 
had little to take with them and 
notiling to leave behind except 165 
unmarked graves In Victoria County. 

The Muskoka Icelanders joined 
them as diq other countrymen 25 
they passed through Minnesota 
from Duluth. The assembly left 
Winnipeg by flat boats and arrived 
at New Iceland a few days prior 
to freeze-up in October. 

The rough log buildings hurried- 
ly thrown up at the lake landing 
place became the village of Gimli 
and smaller groups that gradually 
moved inlang formed the settle- 
ments of Argyle, Posen, Pipestone, 
Morden, Pine Creek and Dauphin 
on Lake Manitoba. ; 

Canadian Government officials 
were not long in changing from 
doubt about their settler abilities 
to wooing more of them to the West 
One of the Ontario colonists, B. L. 
Baldwinson, was appointed Govern- 
ment immigration agent. 

He not only succeeded in bringing 
7,000 countrymen to New Iceland 
but later became deputy provincial 
secretary of Manitoba. 

He sald of his people: “They! 
have a clearer conception of the 
duties of citizenship than any other 
Tace by reason of being greater | 
readers and students . . . reliable | 
people with a criminal rating that | 
stands at zero.” | 

Editor ‘Arthur L. Ford of Winni- 
peg called them “natural politi- 
cians ... born students .. . serious- 


minded as 2 race, taking their 
politics in earnest.” 

In other words, they were main- 
taining their traditional culture 
that had ite birth in parliamentary 
institutions in the Althing more 
than 1,000 years ago. 

Author Laura Goodman Salver- 
son, an Icelandic-Canadian says of 
their Uterature: “Time and place 
little affected the Norse bard. His 
method never varied. He found his 
man (or situation) and, without ela- 
boratéon, boldly proceeded with his 
tale.” 

The tale of the Kinmount col- 
only -- and it was undoubtedly 
written -- was one of the darker 
Icelandic sagas in which Ontario's 
joss and Manitoba's gain might 
well have been implied.

The Cindsey Boas Boys’ Band* Money 
Bylaw to provide means of taxation 
to finance, equip and aid the local 
boys’ band did not get by the first 
reading at Monday night's special 
meeting of Lindsay Town Council.

IT SHOULD BE ALL-INCLUSIVE ... 

On Thursday ‘The Post” suggested that Lindsay's 
Council could encourage the ratepayers of the town to 
support the money by-law necessary to provide expan- 
sion funds for the Ross Memorial Hospital by showing 
them where the equivalent of the necessary expenditure 
could be saved, thus avoiding an increase in taxation. It 
would appear that to place the entire onus for saving 
tax dollars on Council's shoulders is regarded by some 
people as asking too much in view of the fact that 
some of the expenditures Council is called upon to ap- 
prove have earned the reputation (justified or other- 
wise) of being mandatory by nature. Therefore it is 
felt that the suggestion that Council endeavour to show 
citizens how the hospital’s financial needs can be met 
without increased taxation should be broadened to in- 
clude all money-spending bodies depending on Council 
for contributions of money to carry on. This includes 
Victoria County Council which takes a fair slice of the 
money raised by taxes in Lindsay each year. 

In attenipting to reduce municipal expenses the 
tendency is likely to be to try and seek out large amounts 
that can be lopped off and thus effect a sizeable saving 
with one fell swoop. But saving money on the opera- 
tion of any business is not apt to work out that way. 
The savings need to be made all down the line, and at 
every opportunity, and in the end the aggregate savings 
made will likely be noteworthy, often to the point of 
being surprising. 

Of course there is also a certain onus to be placed di- 
rectly upon the public. Recognizing the need for essen- 
tial services is one thing but demanding unnecessary 
frills is quite another. The public can assist its muni- 
cipal governments by requesting only those things which 
are really necessary to the public’s welfare. It would 
quite probably amaze even fhe skeptics to find that 
many of the necessary services they require can be fin- 
anced without undue burden by the simple expedient of 
eliminating the non-essentials. By the same token 
public officials should religiously avoid selling needless 
“fringe benefits” to the public as has sometimes been 
the case. 

It is not enough to simply put an issue such as the 
hospital expansion money bylaw before the people with- 
out making an effort to see what can be done to make 
the anticipated tax burden as light as possible for the 
ratepayers. ~

wears, weighs, owns or borrows. Howeyer, statistical 
images of our average selves have some sort of collect- 
ive meaning since, added up, they represent the material, 
factual reality which is Canada.

We have been examining some figures on public 
debts. They are real enough in the aggregate. Big 
enough, too. The total liabilities of the Government 
of Canada amounted last March to $17,923,189,502. 
The total of the net debenture debt and other obligations 
outstanding of the ten Provincial Governments amount- 
ed to $1,201,004,930. These together total some nine- 
teen billion dollars. Add to this sum the publie debts 
of every city, town, county and township in Canada 
(which we shall not because we do not have the figures) 
and it will be seen that the 15,195,000 people of Canada 
owe a considerable sum of money, apart from their 


business and private debts. 


The debts can be worked out another way; accord- 
ing to the amount each individual person theoretically 
owns. The per capita liability for the public debts of 
Canada is $1,179.55. In addition there is a per capita 
Ontario debt of $180.57. In addition, people in the city 
of Peterborough owe about $189.25 each, for Peterbor- 
ough’s public debts. This makes a total that each man, 
woman and child in Peterborough owes in one kind 
or another of public debt the sum of $1,549.37. Soa 
child born in Peterborough tomorrow comes into an in- 
heritance of a new City Hall and so on, good Provincial 
highways and the like, fine national parks and a proud 
air force, etc., but also he inherits debts of $1,549.37— 
quite apart from the capital and debts of his parents.

CAR CHECK IS GOOD INSURANCE 

On No. 7 Highway near Stratford a car ‘‘went out of 
control”, 
What catches the eye in that news item is the year of 
car: 1939. It may have been in reasonably good condi- 
tion, but one wonders. In numerous “out of control” 
accidents the cause is not left in doubt, In a recent 
Hlgin case, in which a car left the road at a-curve and

crashed guardposts, the motorist was convicted of care- 
less driving. Je appealed and brought expert evidence 
of a mechanical defect—seizure of rear-wheel bearings. 
The conviction was set aside. The case is nonetheless 
a reminder that cars do deveop defects and these may be 
costly. 

Of 115,978 cars involved in reported accidents in 
Ontario last year, 112,397 or 97% were in apparent good 
condition. That still left 1,026 with defective brakes, 
323 with defective steering mechanism, 95 with at least 
one headlight out, and hundreds with something else 
wrong. 

Traffic police recommend a safety check of brakes, 
steering wheel, lights, tires and exhaust. With the 
hazard of wet pavements and fallen leaves already 
present, and that of snow and ice at hand, it is a duty 
of drivers to make sure their yehicles are safe, for 
themselves and others. —The Telegram.

The gonest cat in the United 


States is unquestionably a Los An- 
geles hornplayer named Michael de 
Alba, 

The 63-year-old de Alba ... an 
ice cream worker by trade -- - 
spends his time tootling on stone- 
age ‘trumpets . . . Egyptian-style 
sea Shells .. _ and goal horns, He 
claims to be the only living prac- 
titioner of Be-Bop_ 

De Alba -- who is trying to revive 
the lost Egyptian art of shell blow- 
ing -- Js not only a player, but a 
student of ancient instruments. His 
horns - he has collected 36 of them 
over the past two years --"date back 
to Biblical times. He plays all of 
them without the ald of keys, reeds 
or strings. 

De Alba says he always has wanted 
to study the background of modern 
music, His own musical background 
dates back to World War One when 
he was a trumpeter In a Navy band. 
Though his home is in Redlands, 
California, he asked his firm to 
transfer him to Los Angeles where 
he could pursue his studies. 

The bespectacled de Alba has 
found that man began blowing on 
shells and horns thousands of years 
ago. This first music, he says, was 
a kind of religious expression. 

But the music that de Alba makes 
is different. His repertoire consists 
of “La Vie En Rose,” “El Capitan 
March’, and "Home on the Range” 
However, on occasions when de Al- 
ba Js feeling . bit of fervor, he can 
also turn out an acceptable “On- 
ward Christian Soldiers” on one of 
his weird horns. 

One of de Alba's favorite instru- 


ments is the conch shell, Strangely | 


enough, he has discovered thal it’s 
still In use in one section of the 
United States today -- the Conch 
people of Southern Florida use the 
shell for messages. 

De Alba has built many of the 
special instruments in his collection 
himself. He works from scholarly 
books, museum pieces ang colleo- 
tions of ancient data. Some of de 
Alba's friends have been so taken 


! 


with the items he has turned out 
that he has given eight of his 
primitive horns to them, However, 
none have ever attained the profi- 
ciency of de Alba . . . or managed 
to equal his extensive repertoire. 
Each instrument in de Alba’s col- 
lection is different in tone. though 
all are similar to the muted trum- 
pet. The Harry James of stone- 
age hornplayers says his most rec- 
ent, instrument is the Egyptian 
wooden trumpet which dates back 
to 1000 BC. The outline of this par- 
ticular trumpet was taken from a 
stone slab found on an ancient 
Egyptian monument, The descrip- 


tion and origin of each of his instru= 


ments is a story itself. 

Perhaps the favorite instrument 
‘in de Alba's collection is the Bib- 
leat chalzozerah. 

This is a Conch-type trumpet he 
found one day on the beach. He lift- 
ed it to his lips and -- “Wheeeeah’’ 
went the conch. 

Needless to say, de Alba and the 
conch have been friends ever since.

North American would eat better 
if they weren't so well fed. Or, to 
put it another confusing way, all 
the good food We have has made us 
poor cooks, 

So says a young and pretty New 
York homemaker who has just 
finisheq a global cook book -- with 
recipes of typical dishes from 84 
nations. 

Myrg Waldo, the author, says that 
North American cooking is pretty 
sad. But for a wonderful reason. 

“Ours is such a bountiful land,” 
says Miss Waldo, “Food jis so plenti- 
ful and of such high quality we 
haven't had’ to develop fancy sauces 
and complicited ways of preparing 
food, It’s a case of too much meat , . 
too little imagination.” 

Many North American woman are 
poor cook, for another reason, says 
the author. They prepare the meals 
without help and in a hurry. 

Says she --“In Europe, the woman 
has more time for food . . she doesn’t 
have an outside job. She has help, 
because servants are cheaper, There 
fis oMe to cook, one to clean, one 
to wash up.” 

The New Yorker, who spent two 
years gathering the recipes for her 
book, rates three countries as tops 
in cooking. They are France, China 
and Italy .. . and she says, “Ger- 
man cooking is getting right up 
there in olass.” 

Asked the nation of worst cooks, 
she replied quickly --“England. 
Nothing but brussels sprouts. The 
English are cooking the same way 
they did centuries ago.” 

Myra Waldo, in real life Mrs, 
Robert Schwartz, the wife of an 
attorney, became interested in writ- 
ing because of her husband. He 
has written several law books for 
the layman. 

Her “Roung The World Cook- 
book’ was compiled with the assis- 
tance of Pan-American World Air- 
ways offices in the 84 countries. 

Says Mis; Waldo --- “I had to 
have some help in gathering the 
various national dishes. I’ve travel- 
ed a lot, but if I’d tried to visit 
every country, it would have taken 
10 or 20 years.” 

Another problem was translating 
recipes into American quantities . . 
and substituting foods which would 
be available in say China or Burma, 
but not in this country, 

The Casva root, for instance, it’s 
a staple in the West Indies diet .. 
but available only in U-S southern 
coastal towns. So she had to find 
a substitute .. she ended up with a 
combination of tapioca and either 
white or sweet potato, 

Miss Waldo says that when she 
wanted to double-check whether 
recides were typical of a country, she 
would just visit its consulate in 
New York. 

“IT took the Burmese Consul 2 
recipe for curried fish balls,” she 
says, with a laugh. “He looked it 
over --- Said he's never heard of it 
in Burma... but {t sounded so 
good he was going to try it.” 

/ Quickie 

In a hurry for a pie shell? Here's 
one quick method of making one. 
Spread two tablespoons of softened 
butter or margarine on the bottom 
and sides of a pie pan. Press the 
contents of a four-ounce box of 
shredded coconut evenly into the 
butter or margarine and bake in a 
slow oven --- at 300 degrees --- for 
15 minutes or until the crust is 
toast brown, When cool, the crust is 
ready to use... , and for filler, we 
suggest scoops of ice cream.

Seed Drill Survey 
Made In Victoria 


The Ontario Seed Drill Survey for 
1954 was taken to obtain an indica- 
tion of the quality of the seed used 
in Ontario, The policy requires seed 
samples taken from drills at spring 
seeding time. These samples are 
tested and graded according to the 
regulations of the Canada Seeds 
Act, The survey includes ten coun- 
ties per year, with 50 samples taken 
from drills at random within each 
county, Small seed samples are 
obtaineq where they are being 
seeded in conjunction with grain. 

Herbert Jones, Victorla County 
weed inspector gave his report on 
the survey for the county as follows. 


Of 50 grain samples, 56 percent 
for No, 1 grade, 6 per cent for No, 2 
grade, 14 per cent for No, 3 grade, 
and 11 rejected. 


Of 20 small seed samples, 50 per 
cent were No, 1; 10 per cent were 
No. 2, and 5 per cent were No. 3, 
grade with 35 per cent rejected. 


A detailed breakdown of these 
tests shows that— ’ 


Of 39 grain samples farm cleaned, 
54 per cent were No 1 grade; 5 
per cent were No. 2, 15 per cent were 
No. 3 and 26 per cent rejected, 


Grain samples plant cleaned, 11 
tested, 73 per cent were No. 1 grade, 
9 per cent were No. 2, 9 per cent 
were No. 3 and 9 per cent rejected. 


A breakdown of the small seed 
samples tested shows that of the 14 
home grown, 36 per cent tested as 
No. 1 grade, 7 per cent as No. 2, 7 
per cent as No. 3 and 50 per cent 
rejected. 


On the other hand, the small 
seeds in the dealers’ stock tested as a 
much better quality, showing 83 per 
cent as No. 1 grade, 17 per cent as 
No, 2 grade with none classified as 
No. 3 grade and no rejects, 


This survey indicates, says Mr. 
Jones, that farm cleaned seed is 
about 50 per cent effective in getting 
No, 1 grades, and home grown seeds 
require more careful cleaning to 
TemOVe ribgrass and ragweed.

Forestry News 


Deer Hunting 


Gordon D. Bule, Wildlife Inspect- 
or for the Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests, writing in the 
current weekly report of the De- 
partment, gives some information 
regarding the opening of the deer 
huntirig season. He says, 

“A 1954 deer hunting license is 
necessary authority and permits 
the holder to shoot either one deer 
or one elk of any age or sex. 

Open season in the Counties of 
Haliburtor, Peterborough north of! 
No. 7 Highway, and the Townships 
of Longford, Somerville ang Digby 
north of Concession 2, 1s. November 
8th to 20th, 1954. Peterborough 
south of No. 7 Highway November 
10th to 13th, 1954. There is no open 
season on deer in any part of the 
Counties of Durham, Northumber- 
land or Victoria except as above 
mentioned. 

“There are no metal seals to be 
placed on deer while they are being 
transported this year and the proce- 
dure is: Immediately after shooting 
a deer the hunter shall tear from 
his hunting license the transporta- 
tion tag and mark on it “cancelled” 
ang state the date on which he can- 
celled it in the place for that pur- 
pose. He will then sign the tag 
after the word “Licensee” and sign 
it again in the space for “cancelled 
by”, and fasten the tag to his deer. 
He may then legally transport his 
deer from the place where it was 
shot to his der hunting camp and 
later take it to his home anytime 
during deer hunting season or with- 
in four days thereafter. 

“There are no restrictions on the 
type of a rifle that may be used 
except a fully automatic, which Is 
contrary to the Criminal Code. 
Autoloading rifles are permissable, 
or rifles of any calibre. If using 
a Shot gun it must not have a capac- 
ity of more than-three shells at 
one time, whether using slugs or 
shot. 

“During an open season for deer 
no person shall carry or possess a 
rifle heavier than a .22 rim fire or 
shot shells with ball, or shot heay- 
\ier than No, 2, without having a 
deer hunting license. 

“A \umber camp employee wish- 
ing to hunt deer and holding a deer 
| hunting license may take his gun 
into and keep it at the lumber 
camp during the open season for 
deer only, but it is contrary to law 
for any person to have any fire- 
arm at a lumber camp prior to or 
after the open season for deer.”

Pleasant Point Business Man's 
Contribution To Canadian Sport 


Recalled By Ottawa Writer 


The widely known proprietor of 
the Century House at Pleasant 
Point, Arthur Burridge, is mentlon- 
ed in a recent newspaper sports 


column discussing the origin of the 


forward pass in football, 

The article, originating in the 
Ottawa Journal says that, “In 1928, 
Art Burridge, then physical director 
of Lisgar Collegiate, left this post 
to take over the McGill coaching 
job, which prevented Ottawa from 
using the forward pass in high 
school ranks in 1928.” 

The discussion in the article is 
about the west claiming to haye 
used the pass for the first time in 
Canada, whereas Ottawa claims that 
they too used Jt about he same time, 
which should prevent “the west from 


»making rash claims __ . etc.” 


“Back in 1927,-the Glebe Physical 
Director, Art Burridge, W-D.T. At- 
kinson and Gar Keill, the coach, 
decided to do something about get- 
ting the forward pass into Canadian 
football They took a trip to Syra- 
cuse to watch the Colgate-Syraquse 
game. When they returned they 
met in Ottawa in he winter of 1927 
s the YMCA on a Sunday afetrnoon_ 
Baz O'Meara, the reknown sports 
columnist was advocating the 
adoption of the pass and lauded 
the Ottaw, High School teachers 
for promoting the interests of the 


forward pass. 
“Burridge decided that, after an 
agreement with others on the 


faculty, the forward pass'would be 
used in the school games of the 
1928 season even if the CRU refus- 
eq permission. However, Burridge 
left for McGill in the spring of 
1928, and It wasn’t until October 
1929, that-Ottawa high schools de- 
cided to use the play, They employed 
it in the first Glebe-Nepean game 
rather sparingly but nevertheless 
won by the nice margin fo 29-0.” . 

Mr. Burridge is not only widely 
known for his contribution to Can- 
adian football, but his Century 
House at Pleasant Point is Inter- 
nationally famous for its antiques. 
s

of entering a hospital for surgery 
alone is now passe. Most confine- 
ment cases used to be at home, now 
they are almost 100 per cent at the 
hospital. Dr, Shier expounded on the 
fact that the 17 beds in the delivery 
wing are entirely inadequate, and 
that as many babies are born each 
month in R.MH. as ate born at 
the Civic Hospital in Peterborough. 

“Many deliveries are, of necessity, 


made in the corridors of our pre-| 


sent hospital, and that at times the 
building is overcrowded to the ex- 
tent that it is unsafe,” he stated. 

Dr. W. B. Arnup, the Chief of 
Medicine, told the assembly of the 
need for a modern laboratory so 
that accurate analysis can be made 
of damaged organs or infected parts. 

“As it is.” he said, “people must 
@o elsewhere for treatment.” 

Dr, C. W. M. Service of the Plan- 
ning Committee said that, “To a 
man, the doctors of Lindsay are 
behind the expansion program 100 
per cent. We feel that it is within 
the means of the citizens to carry 
the burden.” 

Dr. Service explained that the 
Planning Committee is comprised of 
50 per cent Hospital Board of 
Goyernors and 50 per cent Expan- 
sion Committee, 

“The purpose is to assist the board 
in a consultative capacity regarding 
the choosing of the architects and 
the type of expansion program that 
should be followed,” he said. 

Mr. T. H. Stinson, Q.C., spoke 


| next in-place of Dr. M. E. Gorman, 


who was absent. Mr. Stinson stated 
that it was the duty of the associa- 
tion to acquaint themselyes with

‘The tax rate will be raised approxi- 
mately 4%= mills, which means that 
for each $1,000.00 assessed, the 
people will pay $450 per year for a 
20-year period.” he said. 

The mayor also said that “the 
entire County will be yoting on 
this issue, but it is the vote of 
Lindsay that holds the power... 
the program lies entirely in the 
hands of the citizens of Lindsay.” 

Getting back to specifics, the 
mayor told the gathering that “the 
town's debenture as of 1947-48 
was $800,000.00, and with other debts 
Since then, it has been increased 
to $965,000.00. If the proposed new 
hospital plan is approved by the 
yoters, the debenture would be 
$1,315,000.00, which would smouns 
to $135.00 per capita.” 

“However,” said Mr. Hick, “Lind- 
Says debt has been over the mil- 
lion mark before this, and that was 
when assessments were lower. 

“All council members are inter- 
ested in this hospital, and it must 
be realizeq that since the present 
hospital was built in 1902, very 
little has been asked of the citizens 
regarding its expenses.” 

Summarizing, Mr. Hick said, “It’s 
your hospital. your life, your deci- 
sion. So please vote next month on 
this extremely important matter.”

Mayor Points Out Council 
Only Spends 15.9 Mills 
Of Lindsay’s Tax Rate

Lindsay Daily Post, 
William St. N., 
Lindsay, Ontario, 
Dear Mr. Editor:- 

Your editorial in last night's 
paper in which you call upon the 
Town Council to reduce expendi- 
tures by 4% mills so that the 
proposed expansion expenditure at 
the hospital can be absorbed by 
the taxpayers without any increase 
in the mill rate requires a reply. 

I have said in recent addresses 
that the members of Council and 
myself in particular as Mayor, must 
make the citizens aware of the 
commitments they are facing. I 
have not in any way tried to mini- 
mize the increased expenditures 
that are facing the taxpayers. 

The present Council is composed 
of citizens, who privately and 
through their businesses, contribute 
more in taxes to the Town Treasury 
than the average citizen. Con- 
sequently, they are very much aware 
of any increases and are no more 
desirous to pay them than any 
other ratepayer. 

You call on the Council to reduce 
expenditures by 44 mills. Do you 
realize Mr. Editor, that the Council 
only spends 15.9 mills of the 57-mill 
rate assessed public school support- 
ers. The balance is spent by Boards 
over which the Council has no 
control. For verification of this, 
I would refer you to the notice 
enclosed with the 1954 tax bill, a 
copy of which is attached to this 
letter. (Verification noted--Ed.) 

To-day’s mill is worth $9,140.00, 
consequently, a reduction of 4% 
mills on the present tax rate would 
mean $41,130.00. This would re- 
quire drastic reductions in all Town 
services,

Council to reduce its expenditures 
by better than 25 per cent? 

Reductions can be made if the 
citizens are willing to accept less in 
the way of services. Where would 
one begin, with less snow-ploughing, 
less sanding, less oiling, less police 
protection, less fire protection, less 
street lighting or less health ser- 
vices? Some of these are barely 
adequate now. 

Council's hands are tied in so 
many instances. Salary demands are 
one thing we cannot, control in 
three of our major departments. 
Here the employees, if not satisfied 
with increases given by. council, can 
apply for arbitration which places 
the matter in hands outside control 
of Council. 

Several major expenditures such 
as care of indigent patients in the 
hospitals, post saniforium care, 
welfare, and others, are statutory 
obligations that cannot be reduced. 

I am satisfied that the present 
Council will do eyerything within 
its power to keep the tax rate as 
low as possible and give the best 
yalue for the tax dollar. But let us 
not be found guilty of misleading 
the public and in all cases, we will 
endeavour to give them the true 
facts. I am not going to say any- 
thing about the demands facing the 
independent boards of the Town 
such as the Public School Board, 
the High School Area Board and 
the County, I think the Public are 
well aware of their problems. 

In closing, may I say that you, Mr. 
Editor, and the Public are always 
welcome to any factual information 
that I might have available through 
my offige, concerning Town matters.

More Butter 
In September 


Creamery Butter production for 
Victoria County was slightly in- 
creased during the month of Sep-

September 1954’s production total 
was 206,514 pounds as compared 
with 199,820 pounds last year, An 
increase of 6,694 pounds. 

Creameries made 8.2 per cent more 
creamery butter across the nation, 
and cheese factories produced 179 
per cent more Cheddar Cheese. 

These stateinents were issued by. 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture Statistics branch in their 
current monthly report. 

The price which dairy farmers 
had to pay for feedstuffs on Sep- 
tember 15th, 1954, showed consider- 
able variation from a year ago. At 
London, the price of No. 1 feed 
oats was $62.00 per ton in bags, as 
compared with $51.17 of last year, 
The price of barley hdwever, drop- 
ped one dollar a ton over the year, 
as did bran, which dropped $4.34 a 
ton.

Judge Rules 
Extra Mill 
Not Owing 


Victoria: County High School] Area 
Board has lost its lawsuit with the 
‘Town of Lindsay. The board filed 
suié against the town to recover an 
additional one mill on the basis of 
the town’s equalized county assess- 
ment to provide for the maintenance 
of the Area High School. In its 
specific action the boarg brought 
action to “recover $4,419.72 and in- 
terest alleged to be balance of de- 
fendant municipality’s proportion of 
tax levy for the year 1953 in respect 
of schoo) maintenance.” The case 
was heard here October 19th by 
Justice J. Ferguson who reserved 
judgment at that time. His judg- 
ment was handed down over the 
weekend ang summarized: “. . - 
action must therefore be dismissed 
with costs payable by the plaintiff 
to defendant forthwith after taxa- 
fon thereof.” 

A. M. Fulton, Q.C., acted for the 
town and T. J. Carley, Q.C., took 
the High School Area Board's case, 

The contested amount was the 
centre of lengthy discussion long 
before the case went to court. When 
action was first seriously threatened 
a Stay was called pending further 
negotiations but this meeting pro- 
duced nothing. 

The town refused to pay the addi- 
tional mfll which was originally 
agreed to over and above its normal 
levy for high schoo] maintenance 
on the grounds that when the 
agreement was entered into the 
area was much smaller. It pointed 
out that the school area had been 
enlarged to include several other 
municipalities since the original 
agreement was drafted. Lindsay ex- 


pressed the opinion that it was| 


now paying more than its fair share 
of the scheol's operational costs.

| Lindsay, Nov. 8, 1954 

Mr. Editor:— 

Since resigning as coach of the 
local Junior Hockey Club, I have | 
been asked by a number of support- 
ers as to why, after doing all in my 
power to get the team organized for 
the coming season, such as selling 12 
advertisements on our sweaters Jn 
order to provide funds to start with, 
and also since last winter attempt- 
ing to obtain a sponsorship to help 
finance the team along with the 
training and other benefits that 
accrue from such a sponsorship, I 
{would resign from the position as 
coach before the team was picked 
or had played any hockey. I take 
this opportunity to explain my | 
position. 

(1) I recognized the lack of prop- 
er skating training with the boys 
and insisted on a rigid skating pro- 
gram for the club, before we could 
mould a team out of the material 
available. There appeared some 
| players refused to accept this. 

(2) These same few players per- 
sist in the use of abusive, out-of- 
this-world language, in the dressing 
room and on the ice surface, both to 
myself and to the other players on 
the club. 

Now I know these players ‘are not 
subject to this type of abuse at 
home and I see no reason to pro- 
mote this in a Junior hockey team. 

Last year I had these same play- 
ers doing the same things, along 
with drinking and carousing all 
{hours of the night. while at the 
{same time using the facilities of the 
|ratepayers (re the Recreation 
| Centre) to try also to play a little 
hockey for more pastime. 5 

Now last year was my first year 
as coach and I thought we could 
iron out these difficulties without 
going to extremes. 

This year I felt my executive was 
| fully behind me in my work and I 
|threatened to forbid such players 


| when I suspended one player, Rob- 
\ert Grouden (17 years of age), my 
| executive, (not all of them, but 
enough to creat a majority) follow- 
ed the line of least resistance in 
not upholding me. So when a 
coach has to take orders from an 
executive as to the type of train- 
ling he gives his boys and is not 
fully behind him, he is no longer a 
coach, but a puppet — so I chose 
to resign under these conditions.

Aim At Improyed 
Wool Quality 

A sound sheep breeding program 
will aim at improved wool quality. 
Wool accounts for a fair proport- 
ion of the profits in sheep-farming. 
It also keeps the sheep warm in 
the winter. 

S. B. Slen of the Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture says it is quite 
easy to select sheep for high wool 
production. The things to watch are 
fineness of fiber, length of staple, 
density of fibers on the skin and 
fleece weight, 

Fineness of fiber determines the 
wool grade... and the price per 
pound. Normally, the finer wools 
bring a higher price, but there may 
sometimes be an abnormal demand 
for the coarser type. 

It is important that sheep should 
have wool of equal thickness in 
different parts of the body |... like 
breech and shoulder. Manufacturers 
like fleeces of uniform thickness 
because they do not need so much 
sorting before processing. 

Staple length also influences the 


grading, All wool within a certain 
grade must be of a minimum 
length. 


Another point is that sheep with 
longer stapled wool will produce 
heavier fleeces. Length of wool is 
an {nherited characteristic, and 
breeding for length will quickly pro- 
duce heavier fleeces, Uniformity of 
fiber length on different parts of 
the body reduces losses in combing 
processes, and means bigger returns 
for the grower. 

The density of fibers . . , that 
is the number growing on a given 
skin area _.. is also important for 
breeding. Sheep in*the same flock 
vary, and with practice it is easy to 
pick out the superior sheep. 

The sheep are grasped at two or 
three different’points along the side 
and back. The density of the wool 
can be judged by comparing the 
amounts held in the hand. 

Raw fleece 1s a useful gauge of 
total woo] production _. . it mea- 
sures the combined effects of fine- 
ness, length and density, 

The most accurate culling can be 
done at shearing time by actually 
weighing the fleeces and marking 
the low-producing ewes for fall ship- 
ment. 

An alternative method is to cull in 
the fall by handling the ewes 
through a chute and picking out 
ewes with short-stapled, open fleec- 
es, hairy breeches, and those that 
are generally off-type. 

Ewes with too much face cover 
shoulg also be culled, to eliminate 
woo] blindness, Work with sheep in 
the United States has shown that 
open-faced range ewes will wean 
60M, 11 per cent more lambs and 11 
more pounds of lamb per ewe bred 
than ewes with covered faces. 

Cause For Concern 

News of U-S‘interest in the Bri- 
tish Apple Market has led Canadian 
growers to ask what the position is. 

This year’s bumper apple crop 
in the United States made growers 
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hope that apples would be among 
the items in the U-S surplus com- 
modity lst. This would bring it 
under the new law permitting ex- 
port of these items for foreign cur- 
rency. 

Apples are not on the list. However, 
there is an alternative approach to 
the problem, The Foreign Cooperat- 
ions’ Administration Act allows 
funds to finance export sales to a 
number of countries, including the 
U-K. 


Does A Good Job 
On Cereal Crop Weeds 

Two-four D with its selective 
action does a good job of killing 
weeds in cereal crops. But the 
scientists have not yet discovered 
a chemical which will control wild 
oats, 

A. ©. Carder is working on this 
problem at the Beaverlodge Experi- 
mental Station. The biggest diffi- 
culty is the close rationship between 
wild oats and cereal crops. 

Carder has found that maleic 
hydrazide will sterilize the seed of 
wild oats at certain stages of} 
growth. The danger is that it will 
also harm the seed of the grain 
crop. Timing is the essential ele- 
ment. 

It is not safe to use maleic hydra~ 
Zide on wild oats in wheat or cul- 
tivated oats. The susceptible stage 
of these crops is too close to that 
of the wild oats. 

With barley and flax, Carder re- 
ports favorable results. Tests began 
in 1953 using Olli barley and Red- 
wing flax, infested with wild oats. 
The maleic hydrazide was applied 
to different plots two or three days 
apart to decide the best time of 
treatment for each crop, 

Treatments were started when 
the wild oats showed the first signs 
of heading, and continued until the 
weed was in the late milk stage. 
The chemical was applied in water, 
two-four-D 
sprayer. 

Five gallons of solution were ap- 
plied to the acre, The amount of 
active ingredient maleic hydrazide 
to the acre varied from half-a- 
pound to one-and-a-half pounds. 

It was found that the chemical 
had the strongest effect on the 
future germination of wild oats at 
the weed’s milk stage the ‘half- 
pound rate, or very little more, was 
found to be enough. 

Carder, and scientists doing simi- 
lar work at the Centra] Experimen- 
tal Farm at Ottawa, are not yet 
ready to commit themselves, They 
have only completed tests for one, 
year, but the results so far are 
encouraging. is 


Deadly Cancer Disease 
In Living Chickens 

From the United States comes 
news of a way to detect visceral 
lymphomatosis . . . a deadly cancer 
disease , _ . in living chickens. 

This is about the worst poultry 
disease, and like human cancer, it’s 
baffled all efforts to find a cure, 

In the past, it could be diagnosed 
only by examination of the chicken’s 
internal organs after death. The 
new method, developed by govern- 
ment poultry scientists, will give 
the experts a chance to study the 
progress of the disease. 

Tt will also be useful to farmers, 
since it will now be possible to 
warn flock owners that the disease 
is striking their chickens. 

Hurricane Fruit Losses 

‘The damage done to Ontario fruit 
crops by Hurricane Hazel can now 
be estimated accurately 

In Western Ontario, a drop of 
s0Me 35-thousand-bushels is report- 
ed in the estimtaed apple crop. 
However, the major apple areas of 
Norfolk and Georgian Bay had 
severe storms and hail before 
“Hazel” arrived, 


The Department of Agriculture |: 


reports that these storms did three 
times as much damage as “Hazel”. 

Western Ontario's apple crop is 
now estimated at just under two- 
million bushels, but many of the 
apple, blown down can be salvaged 
for processing.

@he Coronary Club 

There is an old saying thay “There 
is many a true word sald in jest” 
and this saying came very force- 
fully to my mind on reading the 
following extract from the lighter 
pages in Postgraduate Medicine. It 
is accredited to Francis J. Curtis, 
vice-president of Monsanto Chemi- 
cal Company who offers the fol- 
lowing ten rules to be followed by 
an executive seeking membership 
in the Coronary Club: 

1, Your job comes first; personal 
considerations arg secondary. 

2 Go to the office evenings, Sat- 
urdays, Sundays and holidays. 

3. Take the brief case home on the 
evenings when you do not go to the 
office. This provides an opportunity 
to revlew completely all the troub- 
les and worries of the day. 

4. Never say no to a request --always 
say yes. 

5. Accept all invitations to meet- 
ings, banquets, committees, etc. 

6. Do not eat a restful, relaxing 
meal -_ always plan to have a con- 
ference during the meal hour. 

7. Fishing ang hunting are a waste 
of time and money -- you never 
bring back enough fish or game to 
justify the expense, Golf, bowling, 
pool, billiards, cards, gardening, etc., 
are a waste of time. 

8. It is a poor policy to take all 
the vacation time provided for 
you. 

9. Never delegate responsibility to 
others --carry the entire load at 
all times. 

10. If your work calls for traveling, 
work al] day and drive all night to 
mak, your appointment for the next 
morning. 

There is certainly no doubt that 
any executive who follows the above 
tules can hope to qualify for an 
early attack of coronary thrombosis 
and yet there is equally no doubt 
that many of our executives who 
suffer these heart attacks at such 
early ages -- the 30’s, 40's and 
50's particularly -- are guilty of at 
least one and probably more of the 
the above “rules for ruin.” The fact 
that an executive as highly placed 
as Mr, Curtis recognizes the dangers 
that threaten modern businessmen, 
the “manager syndrome” ’as we 
called it in a previous article, is a 
hopeful sign that such dangers are 
being recognized by the public at 
large and not just by the medical 
profession. 


Ringworm of the Scalp 

And Its Treatment 

«A very common and yet extreme- 
ly stubborn condition affecting 
children is ringworm of the scalp. 
Unlike other skin infections -which 
the school nurse or teacher often 
recognizes in time to remove the in- 
fecteg child from the classroom, 
scalp ringworm in its early stage 
seldom can be detected by observa- 
tion alone. In general, in any local- 
ized scaly condition of the scalp,

Service, who with Dr L. V. Shier 
Was guest speaker at the regular 
Kiwanis luncheon on Tuesday. The 
two well-informed representatives 
of the Hospital Expansion Board 
were speaking to th, Kiwanians up- 
on the invitation of chairman, Mr. 
Al Duguid and his committee. 

Dr. Service was comparing the 
advantages to be gained by the pro- 
posed new hospital over th, in- 
adequacies of the present RM.H. 
Citing figures, he said that the 
present hospital hae 54 beds ang 14 
bassinets, while the new one will 
have 123 beds and 40 bassinets. 

“The present set-up contains only 
One operating room, while with the 
proposed new extension, we would 
have two major operating rooms, 
two minor operating rooms; two de- 
livery rooms and four labour beds. 
The obstetrical situation at the 
present time is definitely inade- 
quate, for there is but one delivery 
room and two labour beds. 

“Right now, there are absolutely 
no facilities for emergencies and 
the possibility of any catastrophe. 
However, with the “proposed new 
hospital, there will be provided an 
emergency department plus an op- 
erating room and a special admitting 
department, that will be designed to

handle all admissions. This will be 
designed in such a way as to help

In his final moments 
of consciousness aiter dinner 
Sunday -- Barrymore was reciting 
his favorite lines from Shakespeare, 
MacBeth's soliloquy.

“And all our yesterdays have lighted 
fools 

The way to dusty death. Out, out 
brief candle, 

Life's but a walking shadow, a poor 
player 

That struts and frets his hour upon 
the stage 

And then is heard no more.” 

Barrymore couldn’t know he was 
speaking his curtain line. But he 
could know the love and admiration 
his “hour upon the stage” had in- 
spired. 

To the theatre, Lionel was the 
head of the “royal family”... 
Lionel, John -- dead in 1942 -- and 
Ethel, the survivor, at 75. In the 
movies, he was an Academy award 
winner who played in a long list 
of hits, including Dr. Gillespie in 
the “Dr. Kildare” series. 

Possibly his most popular per- 
formance was the grumpy Scrooge 
he played each Christmas in the 
radio presentation of “A Christmas 
Carol” by Charles Dickens. Beyond 
his acting, which started with his 
debut at the age of six -- there 
were Barrymore's other careers in 
the arts.

The discussion ndvanced as 
far as to authorize the town engineer 
to call for tenders in the usual way 
for a new graacr according to 
required specifications, and to ad- 
yertise in the Daily Commercial 
News ang local papers, so as answers 
will be received by December 7th, 
ready for the 1954-55 council's peru- 
sal and decision thereon. 

Mr, Les, Wilson, town engineer, 
was of the opinion that more power, 
weight and improved mechanism 
was much to be desired inva grader 
for Lindsay.

ALAS -OR SANTA CLAUS! 

Every year, at about this time, we begin to feel 
sorry for Santa Claus. There was a time in his history 
when Saint Nicholas was a legendary figure, wrapped 
in dignity and held in awe by children. He was an ex- 
cellent symbol of the parental love which manifests it- 
self during the Christmas Season, and which is by no 
means an inconsiderable manifestation in itself of the 
greater love which lies at the heart of Christmas. But 
it seems to us that all kinds of people are competing to 
see how low they can bring Santa Claus. 

The other day, for instance, we saw an advertise- 
ment in an American magazine of a large effigy of 
Santa which could be bought to decorate the Christmas 
table. Concealed in the effigy was a musical box, which 
would play two or three carols. There is nothing espe- 
cially reprehensible about such a figure, though we do 
not think that we would care to own one, for our appe- 
tite for musical boxes is poor. But it was the method of 
winding up the musical box which made use grieve. 

It was wound by twisting Santa’s nose! The effigy 
had a large bulbous nose Ike a ping-pong ball, and by 
twisting it round and round the music box was screwed 
into action.

BOOKS FOR CHILDREN 

Few advantages of more permanent value could be 
given a child than a love of reading. Not only do books 
open a multitude of doors to the great world about him, 
but, better still, they create a habit which will bring him 
countless hours of pleasure, instruction and inspiration 
throughout the rest of his life. 

To acquaint parents, as well as the friends and rela- 
tions of younger generation, with the great resources 
of children’s reading, Young Canada’s Book Week is 
being held across the country. This is a valuable oppor- 
tunity to find out what varied fare is now available. An 
early experience of the possession of books is almost as 
important as the reading of them. 

Of course, as with other “weeks” which attract 
public interest from time to time, the whole purpose 
would be lost if the seven days exhausted attention to 
the matter. Toronto people are very fortunate in hav- 
ing at their service one of the best children’s library 
systems in the world. At numerous branches, supple- 
mented by school libraries staffed by qualified children’s 
librarians, hundreds of books chosen with great care are 
waiting the year round to be borrowed by the young 
people. Thousands of children already have the library 
habit; there is accommodation for thousands more. 

These are the years which count in later life. As 
the twig is bent, so the tree is inclined. Addison likened 
the love of reading in childhood to the warming sun and 
germinating rains of spring. It makes the mind grow 
and prepares the whole personality for maturity. It 
quickens the imagination and provides experiences 
which may be cherished during all the ensuing years. It 
introduces friends who will never pall or change. In 
fact, it would be just as bad to starve the mind of a 
child as to starve his body. Some would say worse.

AVERAGE ANNUAL FOOD BILL 

The average Canadian eats about $360 worth of 
food a year. That is about three tons of vitamins, 
proteins and calories. These figures come from a 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics survey of\families with 
an average income of $2,350. 

The amount the average family of four spends on 
food is usually the biggest item in the household 
budget. The average housewife, in the course of a year, 
-goes shopping for groceries one hundred times and 
spends about one thousand, five hundred dollars. 

Purchases for the family run about 570 pounds of 
potatoes, 120 pounds of butter and, or margarine; 236 
pounds of beef, 60 pounds of pork, 80 pounds of ham, 
30 pounds of sausage, twenty-eight pounds of bacon, 28 
pounds of weiners or bologna, 36 pounds of veal and 
eight pounds of lamb and mutton, Other staple foods 
bought were about 216 pounds of sugar, 92 dozen eggs 
and 480 quarts of milk. —Truro Daly News. 


HOSPITAL CARE 

After reading some harsh words by a doctor about 
the way hospitals were being run, we sought out Dr. G. 
Harvey Agnew, who had just been elected President 
of the Ontario Hospital Association. He is also head 
of the Department of Hospital Administration at the 
University of Toronto, president of the American Asso- 
ciation of Hospital Consultants, past president of the 
American Hospital Association and a former secretary 
of the Canadian’ Hospital Council. 

Were hospitals spending too much money on non- 
essentials—buildings and equipment not really neces- 
sary for the care of the sick? “I don’t think so,” Dr. 
Agnew said. “Research today is team-work. It involves 
skilled individuals and elaborate equipment. Naturally, 
it is done best in a large centre. But more and more, 
what we might call the community hospital is getting 
the certified specialist on its staff. These hospitals 
are developing good laboratories and X-ray depart- 
ments and are installing quite elaborate equipment. 
Today many procedures are being carried out in fairly 
small hospitals which a generation ago—not even that 
Jong, just a few years ago—would have been considered 
us only possible in a large metropolitan hospital. Major 
operations and highly technical diagnoses, such as 
a diagnosis of tuberculosis of the kidney, an extremely 
complicated procedure, are now being performed as a 


¢ 


matter of course in small community hospitals. Now, 
too, medical staffs in the small hospitals are organized 
for work more effectively. They are really giving a 
scientific service to their communities.” 

Hospitals apparently have no difficulty “from an 
accounting point of view” in handling patients con- 
tributing to a variety of health insurance schemes. 
Would a uhiform, compulsory system be better? “I’m 
for the voluntary system of hospitals as we know them 
today,’ Dr, W. Douglas Piercey, executive director of 
the Canadian Hospital Association, told us. “I believe 
it is very important that the voluntary system of hos- 
pitals as we know them be perpetuated. This volun- 
tary system can be most permanently assured if the 
prepayment of hospital care is largely left to the in- 
dependent prepaid plans. I think we've demonstrated 
in Ontario that the voluntary system can work, bearing ~ 
in mind the high percentage of the population now 
covered, There is a field, however, for government 
co-operation with certain groups, such as indigents, 
Mother’s Allowance cases and the chronically ill. I 
think possibly the ideal would be a voluntary system 
of prepayment for the bulk of the population and 
government co-operation for special groups.

We can be accurate about this 
figure because we bought a box of a dozen during 
the only cold we have had in a year, and we still have 
four of them. We do not know precisely how much 
those eight aspirin tablets weighed, but we are certain 
it could not have been as much as half an ounce. 

We record these not very interesting facts because 
we have just read that 13,713,000 pounds of aspirin was 
manufactured and consumed in the U.S.A. during 1953. 
Obviously some people are taking a lot more aspirin 
than we are. 

Aspirin is pretty harmless, as drugs go. Still, we 
have never liked to use it too freely, even for a tooth- 
ache or a cold. And as for a headache—well, we have 
always found that a headache goes away after a while, 
without aspirin. We have never overcome a feeling, 
acquired in childhood, that the-taking of any sort of 
medicine is a solemn business, fraught with some ~ 
danger. Some of our older relatives referred to the 
taking of even one aspirin as ‘drugging’. 

Where did all that 13,713,000 pounds of aspirin go? 
Are there monumental headaches below the border, 
which require to be stoked with bunderbuss doses of 
aspirin? Are there people who take aspirin with the 
recklessness which characterized the nineteenth cent- 
ury takers of laudanum? Does aspirin, consumed in 
great quantities, bring blissful dreams, in which the 
addict is a sultan, surrounded by beautiful creatures of 
the harem?

ence. In the schools there is a lack 
of spiritual food because the gov- 
ernment withholds grants if reli- 
gious instruction is given. To coun- 
teract this, the “Home Christian 
Movement” {s being started. The 
Church has. exerted a powerful- in- 
fluence on the marriage and dow- 
ery system has removed the stigma 
from the nursing profession; has 
succeeded in making Christmas a 
Holy Day and assisted in medical 
and social reforms. 

As to the future of missionaries 
in India, Mrs. Masih said iithey | 
would always be welcome, and spoke | 
of the Sacrificial giving of the mative 
Christians to support their Church. 
The Church in India needs and de- 
pends on our financial aid to streng- 
then and support it, but most of 
all it needs our prayers. Christ is 
the hope of the world and the fields 
are white in India.”

Fewer Cattle, 
More Swine 
In Country 


The monthly Crop ang Livestock 
Report from the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture shows that in 
the County of Victoria during the 
month of June this year, there wes 
a slight decrease in the number of 
cattle over the comparable time in 
1953. In that year there was an 
estimated total of 74,250 cattle in 
the county, and in June this year, 
the figures show a decrease of 120 
head 

Although the cattle population 
was down slightly, there was a sharp 
increase in the number of swine 
throughout the county during the 
year. In 1953, the estimated total 
number of swine was 20,300, and the 
total for this year shows an increase 
of 3,200. 

Sheep this year are down. but not 
sufficiently to effect the price in 
Victoria county. The estimated pop- 
ulation is down 1,685 giving a total 
for this year of 16.670 sheep.

In e prepared statement to “The 
Post” Friday, Mr. Lou T. Walker of 
Walkwood Ltd., urges the citizens of 
Lindsay to support the proposed 
new hospital expansion program. 
He says, “Few taxpayers in the 
town of Lindsay realize the need 
of a new modern hospital, unless 
they have had occasion to visit the 
present hospital recently.” 

Mr. Walker commented on the 
fact that it would not be very 
pleasant under any circumstances 
to be rushed to the hospital, and 
then be placed in a corridor where 
nurses, employees and visitors can 
pass by. “And this can happen un- 
der the present conditions”, he said. 

“The new hospital”, affirms Mr. 
Walker, “wil] have 123 beds in place 
ef the present 54, with provision 
made for expansion if it becomes 
necessary, The Department of 
Health recommends, 85 per cent 
occupancy of bed accommodation 
at all times. This means that the 
new hospital can accommodate 
105 patients and still have 18 rooms 
availabl, for emergencies. Recently 
69 patients were accommodated in 
this 54 bed hospital and that is 
@ very bed situation.” 

“What would happen,” said Mr. 
Walker, “if we had a major catas- 
trophe? Under these conditions, 
where would the injured be cared 
for? I would suggest that anyone 
contemplating voting against the 
new hospital and who hasn't hed 
im to use the present one, 
there, and see for them- 
. I am convinced after this 
visit to the different floors and the 
different departments, especially the 
kitchen, people would come away 
determined to vote yes on December 
6th.” 

Analyzing th, cost of the proposed 
new hospitel Mr. Walker goes on 
to say that “on a $1,000. assessment, 
the taxpayer will pay $446; on 
$2,000., the cost is $8.92; on $3,000., 
$13.38,; and on $5,000, £22.30. Or, 
on an average assessment of a little 
over $2,000 for the town of Lindsay, 
not more than $10.00 per year should | 


it cost the individual. What'| 
does this amount to when a life is 
et stake?” 


In 2 further breakdown of the in- 
dividual cost Mr. Walker believes 
that it would involve about, “one 
entertainment at home per year; or 
two boxes of cigarettes per month; 
less than three cents a day”. And, he 
concludes, “if all facts are con- 
sidered, taxpayers will vote “yes” 
on December 6th for the new hos- 
pital. bk

R. J. MacLennan 


Born At Lindsay,

Roderick James MacLennan, Q.C., 
barrister for 40 years in Toront,o 
died Wednesday at his home, 31 
Oriole Parkway. He was 91 and 
retired only four years ago-He was 
formerly senior member of the firm 
of Mowat, MacLennan, Titus and 
Hillery. 

Mr, MacLennan was past presi- 
dent of the Ontario Bar Association, 
former secretary treasurer of the 
Cdnadian Bar Association, and 
one-time trustee of the County of 
York Law Association, which 
merged with the Toronto Bar 
Association. Mr. MacLennan served 
ag president of the Toronto Bar 
Association in 1924. 

Born at Lindsay, he was g son 
of John MacLennan, once sheriff 
of Victoria County, He’ graduated 
from Queen's University in 1884 
with scholarship and prizes in 
mathematics. Graduating from 
Osgoode Hall Law School, he was

and Hon. James MacLennan. He 
became a junior member in 1888 and 
later head of the organization, 


He was the author of many 
articles, addresses and reports on 
law reform and the betterment of 
lawyers, and several books, including 
Fire Insurance Law and The Law 
of Interpleader. 

For many years he served a5 an 
elder of St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
Church. Formerly he spent his 
summers at Lake Joseph, Muskoka.

figures into a percentage you will 
find that the R. M. H. operated at 
143.5 per cent of recommended 
standards for patient occupancy. In 
round figures we should have at 
least half as many more beds to 
take care of the same number of 
patients as were cared for in this 
period. The expansion program will 
provide 123 active treatment beds 
to take care of the normal increase 
which Is bound to follow greater 
surgical and medical services as well 
as thoSe who are presently seeking 
hospital services outside their com- 
munity, 

In 1953 th hospital accounted for 
22,103 patient days, the lowest 
figure in the years 1946-53 due to 
a policy of not using corridors and 
alcoves except in emergencies. 

The operating room served for 
1,291 operations; 604 major and 687 
minor, an average of 3,5 operations 
per day 365 days in the year, 

The kitchen served an estimated 
66,795 meals to patients alone beside 
the meals for nursing staff, 

The Laboratory made 8,058 Exam_ 
inations, 361 Blood Transfusions and 
260 Cardiograms, 

749 patients were served by the 
Out Patient Department. 

All this was accomplished during 
1953 in the original building pre- 
sented to the people in 1902, supple- 
mented by the Victoria Wing in 
1930.

Lindsay Man Recounts 
Experiences In Flood, 
Car Swept Into 


Few, if any Lindsay people realize 
that one of its sons had one of the 
most harrowing experiences of any 
Hurricane Hazel victim who lived 
to tell about it, 

Jack Storey, son or Mr. and Mrs. 
‘Tom Storey of Wolfe Street, narrow- 
ly escaped a watery grave when his 
car was caught up in the swirling 
water of Etobicoke Creek and wash- 
@qd into Lak, Ontario. 

Jack was reticent to tell of his 
nerve-wracking experiences, and it 
has been only after weeks of 
persuasion that he has consented to 
recall the events of that tragic 
night, Here is his spine-tingling 
story, told in his own words, as he 
recalleq it for a “Post’ reporter. 

“On Friday, October 15th, I de- 
cided to work over-time on q new 
panel truck. An Italian friend of 
mine, “Luigi”, stayed to give mea 
hand, We decided to leave work 
about 8.30 p.m. It was raining pretty 
hard so I gave Luigi a ride home. 
Nothing would do but I stay and 
sample his wife's Italian spagetti 
with a bottle of beer, so I went in 
and stayed till about 10.00 pm. 
When I opened the door to go, the 
water was over the front walk, I 
was mad then because I would get 
my feet wet getting to my car. 

“My car started O.K. and I start- 
ed up the road with the water just 
up to the floor boards, but soon 
found my way blocked by five or 
six other cars -- som, were stalled 
My whole concern then was for my 
car. Here I was on Island Road: 
Just a few hundred yards from 
the leke and the mouth of tha Eto- 
bicoke River. The water rose quickly 
until it was up to my ankles in 
the car. I got out then and walked 
up to talk to the other drivers, 

A girl came bravely fighting the 
current up the road --one step for- 
ward, half step back --the current 
was getting stronger -hip deep. She 


asked me to help her home, s0, 
still thinking {t was an exciting 
adventure more or less, I took her 
hand and We pushed on up the 
street (?) 2 block or so to her home 
Thad more than wet feet now, 

“Just as I got back to my car a 
policeman came along with a big 
truck. I asked him where he thought 
Ne was going and he said he had 
some emergency calls down closer to 
the lake. He was all by himself so 
I jumped up beside him, As we 
started on down the road the real 
truth started to dawn on me -- here 
was more trouble and danger than 
Thad ever thought to see. We reach- 
ed the bottom of that accursed 
street but just as we started to turn 
onto the one that ran along the lake 
the motor stopped. A man caMe up 
with a small skiff, He wasn’t sure 
what to do so we took him over to 
a point of land that at that time, 
juetted out to-within ,g hundred 
yards of us and borrowed his boat 
From there on it was a nightmare. 

“We had oars, but they were of 
no use to us in that terrible cur- 
tent. We walked and staggered, up 
to our waist, our necks, our heads, 
pulling that boat. Just how many 
houses we called at I don’t know, 
how many times we fought our way 
over to that dry land with the boat. 
full of kids, women and men, I don’t 
know now. At many of the places 
the people laughed and said they 
had been through these floods be- 
fore in the Spring. They said the 
water would not get any higher. 
They would not get out, We had 
no time to argue. I believe some of 
them are dead now. 


“We started back up the road 
towards where I had left my car, 
back up past Luigi’s hous, in an- 
Swer to a call. A house set back 
from the road. Water too deep to 
walk --no good--fight up past the

We were swept 
away from the housg in g flash, I 
was praying that we'd get to Luigi's 
place as there were his wife, his 
sister-in-law and three bables there. 
We made it. Everything was floating 
around inside as we got them into 
the boat. They would have been 
safest on top of their house (Luigi 
had smashed a hole in the roof to 
get through) but for all we knew 
at the time the water might cover 


“the house, 


“We were caught up by the cur- 
rent again and swept horizontal by 
the jut of dry land -- we missed the 
point of it by just a few yards using 
the oar as a rudder Bang, into a 
floating tree --oars broken --kids, 
women, the whole world, screaming. 
We smashed into a lakefront house 
and somehow got inside. 


“There We found a man and his 
wife. The floor was just clear of the 
water the house being built up on 
fill. I looked at the place next to us; 
it was much higher than the one 
We were in. We should have got 
over to it, somehow, because the 
next moment the one We were in 
started to groan and creek. The cop 
and Luigi with his baby in his arms 
somehow made it to the next house. 
I was half in the house and half on 
the verandah when with g crash the 
house started to go Down went 
the verandah, owner on it, I saw his 
head go under, - he was swept away. 
One Italian woman and her baby 
had been just in front of me, she 
went down and I was able to grab 
her arm at the last second. I can’t 
remember what happened after that 
until the house grounded on a sand 
bar about a hundred yards out in 
the lake. The roof caved in. 


“The break in the lakefront em- 


| bankment where the house had 


been, made a perfect outlet for the 
piled up flood water and it came 
surging out smack into the house. I 
was clinging to the eavestrough my 
back to the current, a hole in the 
wall in front of me with the water 
rushing into it. My arms were being 
pulled from their joints, the water 
up to my chin and trying to suck 
me into that hole. My fingers were 
slashed by the eavestrough, my 
lungs were on fire, I was inside the 
house and being rolled like a cork. 
It was then that I almost let myself 
go. I was ready to die. God must 
have heard my prayer --my head 
came up _- a refrigerator pinned me 
against a wall. Somehow I threw it 
away and went under {t. I fought 
my way to another hole in the wall 
where I saw a faint light of the 
night sky, 

“T was up on a caved in section 
of the roof almost even with the 
water and I yelled. T yelled and from 
somewhere in the darkness of the 
far section of the house they an- 
swered -- they were alive! The lady 
who owned the house, the two It- 
allan ladies' two babies, the man 
and his invalld mother. 

“It was cold now. I only. had a 
thin shir{ on --my coat was gone. 
T was able’to get one Italian lady 
and her baby up onto the section I 
was on just as three French Can- 
adians heard us from somewhere 
and came to our aid. 

“I hardly remember the next 
thing, that happened but with a 
cable on a small boat, and after 
many tries, they got us out, One of 
them got into that house as it was 
starting to break up and got the old 
lady out, That man’s bravery would 
bp hard to equal. 

“When I got to the firm house 
on shore, I was completely numb, 
my lungs ached, the woman that 
owned the lost house begged me to 
try and get her husband. I couldn't 
tell her that I had seen him at, the 
very first. Within seconds of the 
rescue of the old lady, the house 
broke up and vanished from sight. 

Next thing I knew the waters 
fell as fast as they had risen. The 
place came alive with Red Cross etc. 
I went with officer, P.O. Nuttley, 
to police headquarters,

There is nothing so likely to involve you in an ac- 
cident or make a casualty of you as the certainty that 
“it can’t happen to me.” The confidence that it will 
happen to your neighbor but not to yourself engenders 
a false sense of security and with it a-lack-of care on 
your own part or misplaced trust in the carefulness of 
others. Hither can prove disastrous. 

It is a shocking thought, but nevertheless true, 
that you, stepping unconcernedly from your house on 
the way to work, may be a news item before the day is 
over, a paragraph about an accident. It is a frighten- 
ing thought, but nevertheless true, that your child 
whom vou kissed goodbye in the morning may not be 
at home to greet you when you return in the evening. 

We recommend to your attention the series of 
articles by Telegram reporter James Emmerson on The 
Slaughter on Our Highways. 

An end must be put to this slaughter, but it will not 
cease until you, personally and conscientiously, co-op- 
erate to put a stop to it. 

The fact is that it can happen to you and yours. 
The fact is that it has happened to those who believed 
they were immune. —The Telegram.

Mothers With Hospitalized Children 

One of the most difficult things 
for parents is to hav, to take their 
child to the hospital for some 
| serious {lIness or perhaps operation. 
The child is upset and frightened 
by the “strange surroundings and 
usually begs piteously for his mo- 
ther to stay with him Unfortunately 
this is rarely possible because of 
hospital rules and because of the 
extreme shortage of accomodation 
in hospitals today. 

In order to find out when pedi- 
atricians (specialists in children’s 
diseases) think about allowing mo- 
thers to stay with their children 
in the hospital, Dr. W. M. Block of 
Iowa, sent questionnaires to 71 
pediatric departments selected at 
random from a list of hospitals 
approved for the treatment of 
children's diseases What were the 
teplies received? 

A large majority stressed the need 
for “greater flexibility of existing 
hospital rules. Others made a plea 
for a more understanding attitude 
toward mothers on th, part of the | 
hospital staff, A great many pedi- 
atricians believe that mothers could | 
be helpfu] in performing minor nur- 
sing chores, but a working agree- 
ment should be arranged before- | 
hand, instructing the mothers which | 
| tasks they may perform and what | 
{ duties must be left to the nurses. 
Many pediatricians would like to 
have facilities for mothers’ staying, 
| if needed, but las of space does not 
permit it. There is also a fear that 
once mothers were permitted to stay 
witb their children. hospitals would 
be turned into “hotels.” 

The questionnaires seem to sug- | 
gest th, following half-way solu- | 
tions: 

1. Rigig hospital rules of “abso- 
lutely no staying-in permitted” | 
Should be abandoned in favor of | 
flexible rules. | 

2. Mothers should be allowed to 
remain at the child’s bedside for an 
hour or so after admission, until the 
child gets acquainted with the 
surroundings and the people caring | 
for him 

3. There is rarely need for mothers 
to stay overnight, but if this should 
seem desirable. a cot should be 
provided in a private-or semi-private 
room, 

4. Visiting hours should be leng- 
thened or made more frequent. | 

5. The question as to whether a 
mother should stay or not should be 
decided by the attending physician | 
| and the floor supervisor.

“left” at the hospital in Rimouski, 
Quebec, where they were born, 

At St. Justine’s, they call the 
babies “The Big One” and “The 
Little One” because one twin is two 
pounds heavier than her sister. 

Doctors at St, Justine’s say their 
first concern will be to keep the 
twins alive and to build up their 
strength. If they do become 
stronger, there may be an operation 
to separate them. 

The present St, Justine’s Hospital 
has 500 beds, and a waiting list of 
250 children. The New St. Just- 
ine's, which is under construction, 
will have 800 beds and 50 bassinets. 
The original St. Justine’s had no 
beds at all when the mother of the 
first patient knocked on the door in 
1907. 

A group of well-to-do young 
Montreal wives started the hospital 
in an attempt to cut the city’s ter- 
rible infant mortality rate. They 
advertised for furniture and were 
given the use of a house. Luckily, 
that first patient was a baby, and 
slept in the tray of a steamer trunk. 

From the beginning, the founders’ 
husbands told them they were crazy 
... they had no money, and any- 
way a woman’s place was in the 
home. The women took no notice. 
They formed an 1l-member hospi- 
tal Board with Mrs, L, De G. Deau- 


bien as chairman. Although she is| 


now 77, the chairman elected near- 
ly 50 years ago still héads the 
board. 

The active old lady works till late 
at night on hospital problems .. . 
especially that of how to make ev- 
ery dollar go beyond its natural 
limits, 

The ultra-modern new hospital 
has so far been built with some 
10-million-dollars raised by an ap- 
peal three years ago. The shell of 
the building has been completed, 


and certain basic installations... 


like a heating plant, metal wind- 
ow frames and elevators have been 
made. 


To finish, furnish and equip the 


hospital .. , which will be the larg- 
est for children in North America 
—St Justine’s needs another nine- 
and-a-half-million-dollars. That's 
the objective the determined women 
have set themselves. Their fort- 
night-long appeal throughout the 
Province of Quebec will start on 
November 30th. 

The hospital looks after children 


from all parts of the province. Last

When the new building is occu- 
pied, seriously ill children from rural 
areas will be picked up at the air- 
port by helicopter and landed on 
the hospital roof. Canada’s Civil 
Defence Chief, Major-General F. 
F. Worthington was very impressed 
by the rooftop landing ground 
when he visited the hospital. But 
what really aroused his admiration 
were the bombproof basement and 
sub-basement, built into the rocky 
side of Mount Royal. Said Worth- 
ington: “it takes the women to 
think of a thing like that.”

BY-LAW NUMBER.... 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR BORROWING THE SUM 
OF $350,000.00 FOR THE PURPOSE OF GRANTING 
CERTAIN AID TO THE ROSS MEMORIAL HOSPITAL 
AT LINDSAY. 


WHEREAS it is provided by Section 386, Paragraph 
29 of The Municipal Act, R.S.O. Chapter 248, and amend- 
ments thereto, that By-laws may be passed for grant- 
ing aid for the erection, establishment, maintenance or 
equipment of public hospitals including Municipal hos- 
itals, public sanatoria, or Municipal isolation hospitals, 
within or outside the Municipality and that debentures 
may be issued therefor; 

AND WHEREAS the Board of Governors of the Ross 
Memorial Hospital at Lindsay has requested the Council 
of the Town of Lindsay to submit to the ratepayers of the 
Town of Lindsay a By-law to raise the sum of $350,000.00 
for hospital expansion purposes within the scope of the 
provisions of said Section 386, paragraph 29, and am- 
endments thereto; 

AND WHEREAS the said By-law requires the assent 
of the electors of the Town of Lindsay qualified to vote 
on money By-laws;

payable for principal and interest in any year in respect

AND WHERBAS the amount of the whole of the 
rateable property of the Municipality of the Town of 
Lindsay, according to the last revised Assessment Roll is 
$9,138,340.00; 

AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing deben- 
ture debt of the Municipality, exclusive of local improve- 
ment debt secured by local improvement rates or assess- 
ment is $680,920.10 including the sum of $5383.87 of 
Board of Water Commission debt, and no portion of the 
principal or interest is in arrears; 

AND WHEREAS this By-law requires the approval 
by The Ontario Municipal Board as required by Section 
67 of The Ontario Municipal Board Act;

A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR THE ANNUAL LEVY OF HALF 
OF ONE MILL FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT AND MAINTEN: 
ANCE OF A FUND FOR THE SUPPORT AND AID OF A CIVIL- 
IAN BAND OR BANDS OF MUSIC AND FOR MAKING ANNUAL 
OR OTHER GRANTS FROM SUCH FUND TO ANY CIVILIAN 
BAND OR BANDS OR TO THE MEMBERS THEREOF. 


WHEREAS under the provisionof Section 388 (1) paragraph 
64 of The Municipal Act, Chapter 243, R'S.O. 1950 and amendments 
thereto, it is provided that by-laws may he passed by the Councils 
of local Municipalities for providing by means of taxation for the 
establishment and maintenance of a fund for the support and aid 
of a civilian band or bands of music and for making annual or 
other grants from such fund to any civilian band or bands or to 
the members thereof;

And the Labor Department says 
there were more than 259 thousand 
job applications’ on file in the Na-

New Leslie Frost School 
Details Are Outlined 


‘The Lindsay Public School Board 
fhas announced details concerning 
the construction of the new “Leslie 
Frost Public School”. , . Revelation 
of construction details coincides 
with the announcement that work 
On the school is already underway. 
Here is the text of the board's 
announcement: 

To be named after the Prime Min- 
ister of Ontario, Lindsay’s new pub- 
lic school is now in the course of 
construction, 

Situated on a site of some 
acres on the Town Boundary im- 
mediately south of the Golf Club, 
the school will serve the west part 
of the town, south of Kent Street 
and part of the Township of Ops. 

Designed by the architectural 
firm of Shore & Moffat of Toronto 
the school will be built at a cost 
well below the average prevailing 
in Ontario. No essential features 
have been omitted and the design 
has many interesting features. 

The size of the new school is 
roughly 57 feet wide by 195 feet 
long, covering an area of approx- 
imately 11,000 square feet. 

An interesting feature of the 
building is the natural rubble stone 
wall at the main entrance with an 
overhanging canopy. A planting 
bed and seat has been designed to 
enhance the attractiveness of the 
entrance. 

A parking area will be provided 
and vehicular traffic will be lim- 
ited to the north end of the school 
via a payed Jane while provision 
has been made for 150 bicycles to 
be parked in a separate bicycle rack 
at the south end of the school 
Children attending kindergarten 
will be able to use 2 separate en- 
trance via the main paved walk 
which is completely segregated from 
vehicular traffic. A large paved 
area has been designed for use as a 
playground in muddy weather. 

The exterior walls are construct- 
ed of 6 inch wide flange columns at 
11-4" centres. The roof is sup- 
ported by 5” x 16” laminated glued 
beams which will be made in Pet- 
erborough and a laminated 2” x 3” 
wood deck comprises the remaind- 
ex of the roof which is covered with 
a twenty-year bonded roof with 
copper flashings. 

The interior walls in corridors 
are bearing walls made of slag block

The building is very well insulated | 
thermally with 2” rigid insulation | 
on the roof deck, perimeter insula- | 
tion around all exterior edges of the | 
concrete floor slab and fibre glass | 
insulation batts installed in the end | 
walls of the building. All windows | 
are double glazed. Exterior insul- | 
ated walls will have a new type of 
vapour barried applied over the in- 
sulation batts. This is Visqueen 
Film, a product now being manu- 
factured in Lindsay. 

The school is illuminated by in- 
candescent lighting to supply a 
maintained illumination of 30 foot 
candles on the schaol desks.

Plans are being drawn up at 
the present time for the enlarge- 
ment of the Victoria County Home 
for th, Aged, and the proposed new 
plans. will be presented to the 
County Council} at their sessions this 
week, 

An architect has been employed 
to draw up the plans, and the 
estimated cost of such expansion 
will not be nkown until later this 
week, when the Council will have 
the opportunity to study and make 
recommendations on the plans, 

“The expansion is necessary,” said 
Mr. Reg. Cross, the superintendent 
of the home, “for at the present 
time, the problem of segregation is 
acute, There is no provision for the 
segregation of the senile and mental 
patients from the normal patients 
who might wish to enter the home. 
The new plans do provide for such 
segregation, and also for the instal- 
lation of an elevator in the Home.” 

Cost of the proposed expansion 
has not been disclosed yet. 

The decision to enlarge the 
County Home was revealed in the 
1954 Warden’s fina] session address 
delivered here Tuesday, 

Concerning affairs of the County 
of Victoria, Warden Bradt said in 
his address:

Thus, the farmer and 
his family have about 14 cents out 
of each consumer dollar spent for 
domestically - produced food, 
their work and investment.”

LETHAL ORNAMENTS... 

If the details of an accident report on Thursday 
are correct and a little district boy did lose his life as a 
result of a brain injury caused when he collided with 
the projecting “‘jet bomber” type of ornament on a car, 
it is time that these ornaments were labelled “lethal” 
and banned. 

This type of sharp, projecting ornament has long 
proved a matter of concern to many people. They are 
extremely dangerous looking and, if there is an inquest 
as a result of this traffic fatality, and the evidence pro- 
duced indicates that death in this instance was directly 
attributable to the child being struck by the car's 
projecting ornament, a recommendation that their sale 
be stopped would seem in order. 

There are many attractive and relatively harmless 
ornaments which can be affixed to cars without resort- 
ing to anything which is potentially hazardous. No 
blame can be attached to anyone for acquiring such 
fixtures but it is the responsibility of highway 
officials to establish standards which would cull unsafe 
gadgets before they hit the open market. 


- NOW IS THE TIME.... 

Now is the time of year when it is necessary to 
take added precautions while driving, walking or cycl- 
ing. The street surfaces become increasingly more 
treacherous with the advent of winter and greater care 
is necessary to negotiate them without mishap. This 
is particularly true at the times of changeover from fall 
to winter when the more hazardous travelling condi- 
tions are accompanied by decreased visibility on many 
days and when more of our meanderings are done in 
after-daylight hours. 

There are plenty of bits of advice which might be 
given to help promote safety on our streets during 
the changeover period and through the winter but it 
should be sufficient to remind people to “‘adjust cau- 
tiously to the new and more hazardous conditions.” 


RUMINATION \ 

In terme of money, the cow's peculiar habit of eating 
nails and rusty wire and bits of broken metal costs the 
cattle industry a billion or two billion dollars every 
What it cost the cows in terms of aching stom- 

achs can only be imagined when one remembers that 
cows are ruminants, and have four stomachs each. 

A cow, it should be fairly obvious, is said to a rum- 
inant not because it wears a look of calm reflection on 
its face but because it has a rumen. Presumably the 
words ruminate and cogitate are used as synonyms 

“only because in moments of deep meditation the human 
face sometimes assumes a rather bovine aspect. The 

_ rumen is the first, and least sensitive, of the cow's series 
of stomachs, and in it Dr. Harold Cooper, who is a vet- 
erinary surgeon, has found not only nails and bits of wire 
but the key which may enable both the cows and the 
cattlemen to escape from their present quandary. It is 
only necessary to instal a magnet in the rumen. This, 
he believes, will sort out the cow’s metal and keep*it 
there until the end with no discomfort to the cow; none, 
that is, as far as Dr. Cooper is aware. 

On any human scale of values the prospective 
billion-dollar saving that may stem from Dr. Cooper's 
fertile ruminations must take precedence over the con- 
comitant internal discomfort he has bequeathed upon 
the undiscriminating cow. Ali the same, it is pleasant 
to reflect upon the doctor's magnet and its possible 
effect upon the billion-dollar stomachache. For though 
a rumen full of twisted metal may be less soothing to a 
cow then Dr. Cooper thinks, yet to have even three 
of one’s four stomachs freed from pain must be a vast 
relief. —The Winnipeg Free Press. 


ARE THEY THINKING OF DEFICIT FINANCING? 

There are at least the makings of a new monetary 
policy in the announcement of finance minister Walter 
Harris that he considers both personal and corporation 
income taxes are too high. 

Since he is now getting into the swing of things, 
getting the outline of his first budget together, such 
words naturally are regarded as pregnant with mean- 
ing. 

But what sort of meaning? In The Financial 
Times last week it was pointed out that the small bud- 
get surplus forecast by Mr. Abbott may yet be realized 
by Mr. Harris in the current year. 

There is no getting away from the fact, however, 
that any major operation on the tax structure, leading 
to an easing of the burden, would make it ‘almost inev- 
jtable that the next fiscal year’s budget—Mr. Harris’ 
first—would have to plan on a deficit; and would, pre- 
call for a reversal of major policies in this 


year. 


sumably, 
field. 

Is it possible that the answer to the conundrum 
must at least partly be sought in the trade problem? | Is 
is possible that deficit financing may he resorted to, not 
only to ease the tax burden on corporations and indi- 
viduals but also to assall what is now one of our big 
trade obstacles, the strength of the Canadian dollar? 

Are we, in other words, going to face a revolution 
{n our monetary and fiscal thinking in order to bring 
Canada in line with the depreciated currencies such as 
the United States dollar and others compared with 
which the Canadian dollar is a picture of disgustingly 
healthy composition? 

Nobody will quarrel with a tax reduction, either 
for individuals or for corporations. But it would cer- 
tainly be much sounder to bring it about by a severe 
cutting out of the frills, by a reduction of all reducible 
expenditures, rather than by trying to match other coun- 
tries in the latest assault on stability and budget bal- 
ances. 

We believe the matter is sufficiently important to 
warrant the very closest study and we can also see in 
such a switch of policy, if indeed a major switch is 
contemplated, a clash of views which might go far to 
explain things now quite inexplicable.

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IMPAIRED DRIVERS ARE A MENACE 


Astonishing proof that too many motor vehicle 
operators are mixing alcohol and gasoline too freely 
was shown when The Evening Guide on Tuesday of 
this week reported three convictions for impaired driv- 
ing and another for drunk driving. The person inyoly- 
ed in the drunk driving case was on suspended sentence 
for an impaired driving charge earlier in the year, 
the court was told. The same issue of this paper also 
reported two convictions for careless driving, and an- 
other conviction for impaired driving was reported yes- 


terday. All convictions were carried out in the United 
Counties. 

Two things can be gained from this. The first is 
that Ontario highways are far from safe. The second 


is that police are doing all in their power to control this 
threat to human life as is attested by the number of 
convictions. Every time a driver operates a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of alcoho] he poses 
a threat to his life or the life of someone else. 

In all cases where a conviction for impaired driv- 
ing was registered, the accused was fined fifty dollars. 
A fine of this proportion should serve to bring matters 
under control. If not, it would appear that the only 
solution is a jail sentence. It might be well for every- 
one including the courts, to realize that although you 
might buy freedom for fifty dollars, you cannot buy 
a life. —Port Hope Guide. 


AN INEXCUSABLE WASTE 

It would be most unfair to say that our Federal 
Goyernment does not economize in some places; but a 
foolishness still prevails in the matter of postage stamps. 
We lick the stamp, lay it on the letter and then give a 
fierce whack with our fist. It is then dumped into a 
mail bag and travels to the ends of the earth in a deso- 
lute dungeon-like darkness. For a few seconds it may 
be seen while it is rushed into the box of the door of the 
recipient. 

First we ask the government where there is even 
a single featherweight of advertising value in that. 
Surely it is no compliment to the Queen to be on the face 
of a stamp, 


Now we are told that the Prime Ministers of Can- 
ada have all stood their turn of having a stamp founded 
on their heads excepting Sir Charles Tupper. We are 
sure if Sir Charles could be informed of this nonsense 
he would in his grave turn over and scare the people 
with one of his bellows for which he was famous. 

Recently the color of the various stamps has been 
changed and the figures are so vague and undecipher- 
able that confusion is rampant. 

All we need is a permanent design for each denomina- 
tion of stamp and stick to it for all time. Keep the 
same color for each, that we can go by color always, 
rather than get out a magnifying glass to search for 
the figures before we can use them.

John D. Rockefeller Jr. took the BBC to task the 
other day for repeating the tale that his famous father’s 
stomach was too weak to take much of anything but 
crackers and milk. “As to the statement with reference 
to my father’s being willing to exchange his wealth for 
a sound stomach,” he snapped, “I can state unequivoc- 
ally that with only such occasional indispositions as 
everyone has, my father enjoyed good health through- 
out life.” In the interest of enduring truth, Junior may 
have been justified in wrecking the legend of his fath- 
er’s duodenal dislocations, but he did his fellow men no 
favor. For a generation those of us with more appe- 
tite than resources have used the elder John D. as a 
horrible example of what much money does to a man’s 
insides; now, without this virtuous excuse for financial 
nincompoopery, we are cruelly exposed.

FOOLING WITH FOOD 

Byverybody knows about the United States Govern- 
ment’s fantastic stockpile of butter—408 million 
pounds at last count. What few people realize is. that 
the Canadian Government's stockpile is even more fan- 
tastic. At seventy-nine million pounds, it represents 
just over five pounds per head of population, The 
corresponding American figure is only two and a half 
pounds. 

For all of this stockpile, butter prices remain high 
in both countries. Their Governments make sure of 
that through their support programs. But whom, in 
fact, are they supporting? The American people are 
turning away from butter. Before the war, they con- 
sumed 17.5 pounds per head per year. Now, the fig- 


ure is 8.6. Before the war, Canadians consumed thirty- 
two pounds per head per year. Now, the figure is down 
to twenty. 


Meanwhile, in both countries, the margarine in- 
dustry makes steady progress. In 1941, Americans 
ate 363 million pounds of it, roughly three pounds per 
capita, This year, they will eat 1.3 billion pounds, 
roughly eight pounds per capita. Canadians weren't 
eating margarine in 1941. But this year, they will eat 
110 million pounds, rather more than seven pounds per 
capita. 

In the short run, it would seem that Ottawa and 
Washington are making the best of both worlds.. High- 
priced butter pleases the margarine producers quite as 
much as it pleases the dairymen. But in the long run, 
someone is going to get hurt. Anybody can see that 
at some point—if only for lack of warehouse space— 
the crazy structure must tumble. Anybody can see 
that the people on whom it will fall are the ones who for- 
got that food is not produced to be stored, destroyed, 
debated in Parliament or otherwise fooled around with. 
Food is produced to be eaten.

Bethany (PNS) -District, congratu- 
lations go to Mr. Thomas John 
Jackson, who on Noyember 11th 
celebrated his 80th birthday. He was 
born in Cavan township, only son 
of Richard Jackson and  Tsabella 
Jones, who emigrated from England 
to Canada in 1871, When Thomas 
was six years old they moved into 
Bethany village and he hag lived 
there since that time. He recalls that, 
two of his first teachers at the 
Bethany schoo] were Robert Grandy 
and John Cornyn and comments 
that pupils had a lot more to learn 
in those days, His first employment 
was with the Grand Trunk Railway. 

At the age of 24, he went into 
business for himself, purchasing the 
meat market from Mr. Courtney 
and 10 years later branched out into 
the grocery business as well, which 
he bought from Levi Sisson.

Art By-product of Living, 
Speaker Tells Lindsay Guild 


“The greatness of your living de- 
termines the greatness of your 
art,” said Miss Ida Hamilton, 


the Lindsay Art Guild. Miss Ham- 
ilton addressed the guild in the col- 
legiate last Wednesday evening. 
Choosing as her subject, “What 
Constitutes a Work of Art?” 

Mrs. Burridge introduced Miss 
Hamilton to the audience, and said 
that her daughter had been a for- 
mer pupil of Miss Hamilton. Mrs. 
Burridge spoke of Miss Hamilton's 
outstanding career in art and art} 
teaching, during which she had|/ 
taught handicrafts to Toronto blind 
and handicapped people. ‘After | 
this she taught art in Westdale 
Collegiate in Hamilton, and found- | 
ed and developed the Hamilton | 
) Weavers’ Guild. 

Miss Hamilton said that she had | 
chosen a difficult topic, and could | 
touch only the high spots. She 
told her audience to look first for 
a sense of integrity, for sincerity 
in any work of art. 

“Don't be for or against any} 
school. If a thing is good of its| 
kind, it’s good. If we don’t like} 
something we may have become a} 
bit cramped—it may be our fault.” 

Miss Hamilton suggested that 
when any of her audience were in} 
doubt about a picture, they might 
hang it on their wall fgr a month. 
“See how you feel about it then,” 
she said. “If the picture is good, it 
May change you.” | 

The Hamilton teacher told local | 
artists that to progress, they must | 
paint large. She advised them to 
buy large sheets of charcoal paper, 
which was cheap, to be spend- 
thrifts with paint, and to spend 
only an evening on a _ painting. 
“Sing your own song,” she said. 
Don’t care what the world thinks— 
and never copy.” 

Speaking of the importance of | 
color, Miss Hamilton pointed out | 
that no two people, saw color ex- 
actly the same. Color could 
soothe, stimulate, or give peace. In 
mental therapy, a red ball of wool | 
would never be given to an excit-| 
able patient. The excitable patient | 
would have a green or blue ball. A/|

The response to a work of art 
is felt not in the brain, nor in the 
heart, but in a combination of the 
two—the ~ heart-brain, said the 
speaker. She mentioned the small 
boy who replied that he felt the 
response to beauty ‘in his stomach.’ 

“The Bible calls it the Kingdom 
of Heaven within you,” said Miss 
Hamilton. She suggested that a 
work of art must be looked at from 
this point of view. “Art is not a 
thing of itself, but Is a by-product 
of living. What we are, we will 
produce.” *

Hospital Tour Reveals 
Obvious inadequacies 


And Cramped Q 


Conditions in the present Ross 
Memorial Hospital are anything 
but conducive to good hospital 
morale and efficient operation. 

That, in its essence, is the general 
opinion of the members of a party 
who were taken on a conducted 
tour of the Hospital Friday after- 
noon. The party was comprised of 
the publisher and members of the 
editorial staff of “The Post’ in 
company with Mr, B, Neill Gregory 
and Mr. Lou Walker. 

Here are the conditions in the 
Hospital, as seen through the eyes 
of a layman, without any unneces- 
as the tour 


sary embellishments, 

was conducted for the party. 
Entering the hospital through 
the ambulance entrance at the 


rear, the group was first taken to 
the basement, where the technical 
business of operating a hospital is 
conducted. They were taken into) 
the X-ray department which com- 
prises two rooms, one for the dub- 
jous safekeeping of necessary re- 
cords, and the other for the taking 
of the X-rays themselves. The 
patient's dressing room here is the 
confined space’ behind a _ three- 
quarter curtain that can be drawn 
around their person on a rod. This 
can be viewed by all and sundry as 
they pass down the outside hall. 
The X-ray machine and the one 
bed take up the rest of the space,) 
except for a small table where the 
technician is required to do the nec- 
essary records. Equipment such as 
braces, etc., are stored in an inade- 
quate passage just beyond the 
X-ray room. 

It might ,be mentioned here that 
all the rooms in this section of the 
building almost bear a closer re- 
semblance to a boiler room than the 
boiler room itself, because of the 


ting accessories that grace the walls 


The Electrocardiograph room, 
which is certainly a necessity in any 
hospital, is a room about 10 x 15, 
which contains the machines for 
the work to be done, as well as a 
bed This leaves practically no 
room for the operator or the pa- 
tient to enter. This room, like the 
ofher rooms, is illuminated by a 
single bare bulb, suspended from the 
ceiling by a wire. 

Across the hall is the kitchen. At 
first impression it appeared to be 
a collection of antique kitchen ne- 
cessities, crowded together in one 
small room. The room itself com- 
prises about 320 square feet, where- 
as the kitchen for an up-to-date 
hospital of comparable size should 
measure 4,000 square feet. Non- 
perishable food is stored in two 
wooden cabinets in e hall outside 
the kitchen proper. The foods 
which require refrigeration are kept

in another room on the other side 
of this hall, which obviously makes: 
it considerably awkward for the 
dietitians in the preparation of 
meals, Hospital employees have 
exceedingly cramped eating quart- 
ers off the kitchen which barely 
provide room for the table and 
chairs. 

The dishwashing is done in an- 
other section entirely ... in the 
room where the steam conversion 
boilers are located. It would ap- 
pear that many unnecessary miles 
are travelled during the preparation 
of meals and washing up thereafter. 
Beside this same room where the 
dishes are washed are located the 
coal bunkers. Coal for the kitchen 
stoves is hauled through the dish- 
washing room, across the main hall,, 
into the pantry, and thence to the 
kitchen itself. 

The dispensary for the hospital, 
located also in the basement, is 
smaller than the dispensary in the 
average drug store. All drugs are 
stacked in piles on shelves in here, 
and it seemed mystifying to the 
members of the party, how the per- 
son responsible for this department 
could ever manage to locate any-

na other place for them, the only 
isolation quarters being a very tiny 
room which also serves other pur- 
poses. It was really nothing more | 
than a niche in a corridor. 

It was also noticed in the rooms, 
and the bathrooms in particular, 
the naked light bulbs suspended 
from the ceiling, It would be a ¢:m- 
ple matter for a person, while 
standing in the tub, to reach out 
and touch one of these fixtures. 
Not a safe practice, by any means, 
but something that could happen. 

Standing by the eleyator, mem- 
bers of the group noticed that the 
caretaker got off the elevator with 
two refuse containers. Upon enquiry, 
it was learned that these disposal 
cans must be taken from the upper 
floor in this manner, right through 
the main lobby. 

On the second floor are located 
semi-private rooms, as well as the 
one operating room. On this day, 
a vestibule at the end of the cor- 
ridor was being used by a lady pa- 
tient, as, according to the Superin- 
tendent, of Nurses, Miss Jean Day- 
man, said, all other available space 
was filled. Once again the mem- 
bers of the party felt as though they 


thing in a hurry. 

There is one small laboratory in 
the basement. Here, many tests 
are conducted, such as bacteriolog- 
ical; bio-chemical; and urinalysis. 
According to the nurses working 
here, their greatest problems are, 
(a) lack of space, (b) lack of con- 
veniences, and (c) lack of blood. 
There are no facilities for the pre- 
paration of blood plasma, and the 
hospital must rely on fresh flood 
in the event of a transfusion, This 
has been made more difficult re- | 
cently, because the usual source of 
supply has been cut off. It was 
stated that this source, a local or- 
ganization, needed the blood for its 
members only. The nurse men- 
tioned that even if there were a 
supply of blood available, and if 
could be converted to plasma, there 
is still no room for it to be stored. 

The dining room, for the staff 
and visitors, is a most dingy looking 
room with a leaky ceiling, Hardly 
conducive to promoting a healthy 
appetite. 

The party proceeded next to the 
Central Supply room, where the 
hospital textiles are sterilized. One 
member asked what would happen 
if the one sterilizer were to break 
down, and the nurse in charge said 
that if it ever happened, it would 
just eliminate all sterilizing until 
the machine was repaired. She also 
stated that the sterilizer is in opera- 
tion almost constantly all day and 
often into the night. . 

Before leaving the basement, the 
party inspected the hospital boiler 
room, which seemed to be adequate 
| for the present building. Mr. Greg- 
ory stated that if the proposed new 
‘ hospital were to be built, one more 
boiler would be bought which would 
permit the operation of two boilers 
at all times, with one spare, in case 
of breakdown, 

Next the laundry was visited, 
where all the equipment was busy, 
but there appeared to be sufficient 
room for the installation of any 
other equipment that might be nec- 
essary in the future. 

Inside the main entrance to the 
hospital itself is the office, where 
five girls are crowded together in 
@ space that was formerly occupied 
by only two people, Just outside 
the office, is the admitting desk, 
Whe there is absolutely no privacy, 

‘ anyone passing by would be un- 
» to avoid hearing any conversa- 
1 that might take place. 

To the right and left of the main 
' entrance are two main wards. The 
men’s side to the west and the 
women's to the east. There are 13 
becls to be cared for by two nurses 
in either ward. On the men’s side 
| is one bathroom, which contains 
| one bathtub, one sink and one toilet, 
to be used by all male patients. The | 
situation is similar on the women’s 
| side. There is absolutely no privacy 
for the patients, as the doors are 
of necessity, left open, so that when 
members of the party were passing 
| through the sections, it was im- 
| possible to avoid glancing at those 
who are ill in bed. 


One of the more tragic sights seen 


visit to the Children’s Ward. Here 
is a big room, with a high ceiling, 
and a bay window that looks out 
upon a charming view of the roof 
of the laundry. The walls are paint- 
ed white, with absolutely no con- 
trast of colour, except for the faces 
of the children who peered over the 
sheets at the visitors. One child 
of about six, was observed, with 
what appeared to be a high fever, 
listening to a story being read 
to him. On the other side of the 
room, two little girls who seemed 
to be older, listened in a bored fash- 
ion, for lack of anything else to do. 
Two infants in their cribs cried 
fretfully. A comment was passed 
among the group regarding © the 
sageness of having these children 


able disease.

The operating room was fascin- 
ating, with its shining lights and 
reflectors. Its interior was abso- 
lutely immaculate. However, the 
number of years of use showed in 
the worn tile floor around the op- 
erating table. Mr. Gregory ex- 
plained to the party that all oper- 
ating rooms are supposed to have 
their floors grounded to eliminate 
the possibility of static electricity 
causing an explosion. There seem- 
ed to be some doubt as to this 
room’s conformity. It was here 
that Miss Dayman commented on 
the fact that there are absolutely 
no facilities for emergencies, If 
the O.R., as the operating room is 
termed, is in use, there is no other 
place within the building where an 
emergency can be handled effic- 
jently. Actually, and strange as it 
might seem, this room was the most 
inviting of any visited on the hos- 
pital tour insofar as general decor 
jvas concerned. 

Perhaps the most disturbing sec- 
tion viewed was the Maternity wing 
| of the hospital. On the second floor 
is located the labour room, which, 
according to the Superintendent, is 
almost constantly in use, and be- 
side this room is the Delivery room 
‘itself, This room is adequately 
equipped for its purpose, but offic- 
ials stated that many times it has 
been found necessary for the ex- 
pectant mother to be delivered in 
the corridor, protected from prying 
eyes only by a screen. The mater- 
nity section was certainly adequate 
for Lindsay's needs when the wing 
was built, “but”, says Miss Dayman 


| “it certainly falls far short of the 


mark now.” 

“Tt would be satisfactory if there 
were only one maternity case to be 
handled at a time, but it’s absolute 
confusion when three or four must 
be cared for at once,” she said. 

The nursery, also on the second 
floor is large enough for the volume 
of traffic it gets, but it appeared 
that the duty nurses’ position on 
the floor was located much too far 
away from this nursery, The archi- 
tecture of the building makes this 
condition necessary. 

The group was then taken to what 


| was termed the Isolation section of 


Maternity. They progressed down 
a corridor off the main hall, and in 
a corner opposite a serving kitchen 
was located one incubator... . oc- 
cupied. Upon further enquiry it was 
learned that the tiny occupant 
was 3% months old, and his weight 
was just 4‘ pounds. However, at 
the time of his birth, his *weight 
was an almost unbelievable one | 
pound, seven ounces. The sole in- 
cubator saved the life of the infant, 
and the nurse commented that it | 
was fortunate that there have been 
no other calls for an incubator late- 
ly. | 
The other portion of the Matern- | 
ity section is located on the main 
floor, thereby making it necessary 
| for considerable travel for the staff 
and patients up and down stairs 
from the delivery room and nursery, 
to where the mothers are located. 
The maternity visiting room is lo- 
cated in the hall on’ the ground 
floor. 

‘The party was invited to see the 
morgue. Most expected to see what 
is usually represented as a large re- 
frigerated room, with the many 
doors built into the walls for the 
repose of the dead prior t othe ar- 
rival of the undertakers, or prior 
to any post mortem work that might 
be required. However, in the base- 
ment, in a large cupboard under- 
neath the stairs, there is room for 
one wheeled stretcher. There is no 
ventilation, no refrigeration, and 
capacity for only one. This is the 
| morgue, and it was a sight that 
would revolt the strongest of con- 
stitutions, 

This completed the tour of the 
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Handicaps Are. 
Conspicuous 
By Presence 


Two things stand out in the 
memories of the party which visited 
the Ross Memorial Hospital on 
Friday afternoon for a conducted 
tour of the premises; They are (1) 
the terrific amount of lost motion 
involved in operating the institution 
with its present facilities and (2) the 
degree of apparent efficiency in the 
face of existing’obstacles to efficient 
operation. > 

The ambulance entrance, for 
example, is so located that the trip 
to the hospital is the easy part of 
the journey which then takes the 
patient to the admittance section, 
X-ray room or operating room. For 
example a patient entering and 
requiring immediate surgery has 
first to be taken by elevator to 
the second floor operating room. 
This could obviously entail undesir- 
able delay in emergencies 

Another feature of admittance 
inadequacy at this point is the lack 
of protection from the elements 
for the patient from ambulance to 
doorway--it’s strictly open air. 

For those who are not classed as 
emergency patients, the situation is 
not much better. If they arrive by 
private car or taxi at the rear en- 
trance they then must make the 
considerable trip to the admittance 
desk which is in extremely cramped 
‘quarters just to the right of the 
main hospital entrance. This desk 
as is pointed out in an accompany- 
ing resume of the visit to the 
hospital, is entirely without privacy 
--anyone within ear-shot gets the 
details equally as fully as the 
hospital clerk making enquiries 
which are often of a yery personal 
nature.

with necessary equipment.

Bible Society 
Hears Speaker 
Rev. Turnbull 


Omeme, (PNS) --Omemee branch 
of the Upper Canada Bible Society 
was addressed by Rey. Mr. Turn- 
bull, retired Clergyman of the 
Baptist Church, at a joint service 
held in Christ Church on Sunday 
evening. Born in Durham, England, 
Rey. Mr. Turnbull spent some 30 
years in Bolivig arriving there in 
1909, 

Briefly reviewing the history of 
the Upper Canada Bible Society, 
since its foundation in the 15th cen- 
tury in England, he told of Colpor- 
teurs distributing Bibles in Bolivia 
at the cost of their lives and the 
successor to Rev, Turnbull having 
been stoned to death by a mob of 
fanatics. “Today schools and chur- 
ches are established and natives 
traineq to teach their own race, 
mostly Inca Indians, The Bible has 
been translated into the Spanish 
and Indian languages for the vari- 
ous races of Bolivia, and today, the 
Bible is being translated into 800 
languages throughout the world. In 
Ontario 100,000 copies are distribu- 
ted in. 47 languages. Canada and 
Newfoundland contribute over 
$300,000 yearly.”

“Out of the Dust” depicting the 
activities of Evangelical mission- 
aries in Latin America was shown.

Full Peak Reached 

First, beef cattle, Beef cattle have 
been increasing in numbers for 
approximately five years in both 
Canada and the U.S, It may be, 
however, that we've about reached 
the peak. Even though marketings 
of beef cattle may remain high for 
a few years, numbers of breeding 
stock are expected to start now to 
recede. Present information indi- 
cates that prices for beef cattle next 
year will show little change from 
this year 

Marketing Heavy 

Next, hogs. Hog marketings in 
Canada have been climbing steadily 
since July, but at present the 
anticipated increase in volume of 
marketings for this Fall i; not being 
realized, 

Nevertheless, it still appears like- 
ly that marketing of hogs will be 
heavier as the months go on, with 
the likelihood of average lower 
prices in 1955 than in the past year, 

U.S. Imports Down 

Then, dairy products. Milk pro- 
duction has been increasing since 
1951 In recent years fewer cows 
have been exported to the U.S, than 
normally {ig the case, and mor, beef 
producers have been milking cows 
to supplement their sagging income 
from beef marketing 

However, bad harvesting weather 
this season and resulting lower 
quality of roughage in Centra] and 
Eastern Canada, will likely offset 
any tendency to expand milk pro- 
duction. 

Since overseas producers are ex- 
panding milk production the over- 
seas market for the dairy products is 
likely to be poor 
| Poultry Prospects 
| Now, poultry prospects. For 15 
months egg production in Canada 
has shown an increase of 12 per 
| cent over the corresponding months 
of the previous year. 

At present, egg marketings are | 
running 16 per cent higher than 
last year, and egg prices well below 
those of a year ago. 

The June ist poultry survey in- 
! dicateq an 8 per cent increase in 
| poultry on farm, at that date, For 
| turkeys the increase amounted to 
24 per cenk 

This data seems to suggest that 
poultry and egg production will con- 
tinue heavy until at least the second 
quarter of 1955. Production after 
that date will depend upon the 
1955 early spring hatch. 

Hazel Hurts Harvest 

The apple situation. Before the 
hurricane, we thought We had a 
fine apple crop of a little over 13 
million bushels This was larger 
than last year, but 10 per cent 
below the average of 1948-9, Pros- 
pects lookeq better than for many 
years. 

Then suddenly a tragic disaster 
struck and bléw 70 per cent of 
Nova Scotia's estimated 2 1-4 mil- 
lion busherop off the trees, 

Although apple prices are slightly 
below those prevailing at this time 
last year, the prospects are good 
for marketing {hp 1954 crop. 

The domestic demand from pro- 
eessors is expected to be strong and 
in addition our apples will re- 
enter the U-K market this season. 

Oats Scarce 

Oats and barley. Bad weather in 
all provinces has reduced th, yield 
of oats and barley With more live- 
stock and poultry increasing the 
demand for feed grains, oats are 
likely to be in scarce supply by next 
spring, Total supplies of barley will 
be sharply lower than for the past 
two years, and domestic prices may 
be stronger. 

Potatoes Scarce 

Potatoes, the 1954 potato crop in 
both Canada and the U.S. is expect- 
ed to b, smaller than usual --- in 
Canada 17 per cént below the 5-year 
average of 1948-52 and in the U.S. 
12 per cent below the same 5-year 
period _ Be ee. 5 

In view of the smaller crops, 
potato prices for this year's crop ate 
expected to be relatively good. 

Record 4-H Membership 

Membership of Canadian 4-H 
Clubs has reached an all-time high 
with just under 69-thousand mem-

The Problem of Sleep 

It will come as no surprise to 
most of us to hear that insomnia 
(sleeplessness) is ong of the most 
widespread complaints with which 
physicians musut deal. There seem 
to be no general rules of behavior 
about sleep, no exact period of 
time which would be best for every- 
one. Some people feel rested on four 
or five hours @ night while others 
appear to need double this. 

‘Anybody can stay awake for 36 
hours, but ‘after this it becomes in- 
creasingly distressing and after two 
or three days without sleep a person 
often forgets what he said or what 
was said to him, It is also thought 
that mental functions do not reach 
their best until some hours after 
waking. 

What are some of the causes of 
sleeplessness? An acute or chronic 
illness, such as anemia, may be 
the underlying cause and so a 
thorough physical examination 
should be undertaken before any 
treatment is suggested. Chronic 
mental states are g frequent cause 
of loss of sleep, states such as 
chronic anxiety (fear) of sleep- 
lessness for example. Sleeplessness 
often comes from digestive causes, 
such as too heavy meals, tea or 
coffee late at night, or overindul- 
gence in alcohol which produces a 
dry mouth, gastritis (inflammation 
of the stomach). Women often suf- 
fer from sleeplessness because they 
take reducing tablets of the am- 
phetamine type too late in the day. 
Snoring more common in men 
than in women, is the cauSe of much 
loss of sleep in the marriage partner. 

Aside from drugs, which it is wiser 
not to start to use until after all 
other methods have been tried, in- 
cluding removal of the cause of the 
sleeplessness if possible, what can 
be done to help promote sleep? 
Sometimes the physician may find it 
necessary to examine and regulate 
in detail the patient’s daily routine, 
giving attention to clothing, diet, 
regular exercise, and fresh air, Ex- 
tra pillows, the avoidance of cold 
feet, and cutting down on strenuous 
girl, in the clubs, but only very 
slightly . _. there are 35,000 boys to 
33,000 girls. Most popular are cloth- 
ing clubs _.. which have some 14,000 
members. Next come dairy clubs , . 
with 11,500 . .. and garden clubs 
with 1,000 less.
